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Residing,  as  it  does,  in  the  Gulag 
of  the  Newton  Campus,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Fine  Arts  has  had  problems 
attracting  students  to  its  courses  in 
recent  semesters.  This  year,  how- 
ever, the  department  is  enjoying  its 
largest  student  enrollment  in  five 
years. 

Chairman  and  Associate  Profes- 
sor Kenneth  Craig  is  very  pleased, 
naturally,  and  says  the  renewed  in- 
terest is  due  to  several  factors:  an 
effort  by  his  faculty  to  offer  courses 
on  the  main  campus;  work  by  Aca- 
demic Vice  President  Joseph  R. 
Fahey,  SJ,  "to  let  people  know 
we're  here";  and  "what  seems  to 
be  an  increasing  awareness  among 
students  of  how  vital  the  fine  arts 
are  if  you're  going  to  be  well- 
educated." 

Part  of  that  increasing  awareness 
has  been  wrought  by  the  Boston 
College  Gallery,  which,  under  the 
direction  of  Curator  Edward  Aiken, 
has  been  mounting  increasingly  am- 
bitious shows  that  have  attracted 
(even  to  the  Newton  Campus)  large 
numbers  of  students,  art  lovers  and 
critics.  In  a  recent  column,  Globe  art 
critic  Christine  Temin  termed  one 
of  last  winter's  exhibits  one  of  the 
the  best  small  gallery  shows  of  1985. 
The  BC  gallery  was  the  only  uni- 
versity gallery  so  designated. 

Aiken  has  not  worked  alone.  He 
has  had  the  significant  support  of 
the  Boston  College  Friends  of  Art,  a 
group  founded  in  1984  by  President 
Monan  to  assist  the  University  in 
the  stewardship  of  its  art  collection 
and  to  support  and  promote  the  ac- 
tivities of  the  gallery.  (The  Friends 
welcomes  new  members  and  in- 
terested individuals  may  call  (617) 
552-3440  for  information.) 

A  gallery  show  this  fall,  featuring 
the  work  of  four  members  of  the 
faculty,  was  the  inspiration  for  our 
cover  story  on  the  lives,  within  the 
arts  and  without,  of  those  artists.  It 
begins  on  page  16. 

We  interviewed  William  Keough 
'51,  DEd'78,  one  sultry  day  last 
September  at  the  home  of  his 
brother  Paul  '54,  in  Natick.  Mr. 


Keough,  who  died  of  Lou  Gehrig's 
disease  soon  after  the  Fall  magazine 
containing  our  profile  of  him  was 
mailed,  spoke  to  us  from  a  bed 
which  seemed,  and  was,  too  small 
for  him.  He  was  a  large  man,  large 
in  frame  and  in  spirit.  His  disease 
had  weakened  him.  He  held  to  his 
chest  a  large  plastic  shell  attached  to 
an  air  compressor  which  regulated 
his  breathing.  He  could  only  speak 
"on  the  exhale."  We  spoke  of 
serious  matters,  but  he  did  not  let 
us  speak  only  of  those  things;  he 
told  funny  stories — so  what  that  the 
punchlines  were  severed  from  what 
came  before  them  by  a  long  mo- 
ment and  the  click  and  burble  of  the 
compressor — and  was  funny,  to 
himself  and  to  us.  He  talked  of  his 
long  career  in  education,  of  the 
"character  molding"  he'd  received 
at  the  hands  of  the  Jesuits;  and, 
without  evident  bitterness,  of  his  ex- 
perience as  a  hostage  in  Iran  and  of 
his  disease,  answering  questions  he 
had  answered  before  and  without 
giving  the  impression  that  he  had. 
In  preparing  for  the  interview,  I 
had  read  that  the  hostages  had 
chosen  Mr.  Keough  as  their  spokes- 
man and  leader.  In  talking  with 
him,  it  was  not  hard  to  see  why;  it 
was  not  hard  to  imagine  that  he  had 
been  an  extraordinary  teacher.  We 
join  Mr.  Keough's  family  in  mour- 
ning his  death. 

For  the  past 
six  months,  I 
have  presided  at 
the  top  of  our 
masthead  as  edi- 
tor of  this  mag- 
azine and  acting 
director  of  com- 
munications. That  situation,  thank- 
fully, is  soon  to  end  as  we  welcome 
Michael  Franco  '71,  as  BC's  new 
director  of  communications. 

Franco,  36,  has  been  director  of 
public  affairs  at  the  National 
Technical  Institute  for  the  Deaf  at 
the  Rochester  Institute  of 
Technology  since  1979  and  has  a 
distinguished  record  of  accomplish- 


ment in  journalism,  public  rela- 
tions, development  and  governmen- 
tal relations. 

"As  an  alumnus,"  he  said  when 
his  appointment  was  announced, 
"I've  watched  proudly  as  Boston 
College  has  evolved  into  a  truly 
outstanding  university  with  a  solid 
and  growing  national  reputation  for 
excellence.  I  am  looking  forward  to 
working  with  the  entire  BC  com- 
munity to  shed  more  light  on  that 
unique  mix  of  goals,  resources  and 
values  which  are  the  essence  of  the 
institution." 

We  look  forward  to  raising  his 
name  to  the  top  of  the  masthead  in 
our  spring  edition.  I  look  forward  to 
having  lunch-hours  again.

Justice  for  all

For  the  past  six  years,  Economics  Professor 
Barry  Bluestone  and  the  staff  of  BC  Social 
Welfare  Research  Institute  have  been 
developing  a  sophisticated  model  that  could 
analyze  the  effect  of  domestic  economic 
policies  on  the  average  American.

In  January,  Bluestone  appeared 
before  the  Congressional  Joint  Economic 
Committee  to  name  names  and  numbers. 
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The  Philippines  of 
Ferdinand  Marcos

I  went  as  an  assistant  parish 
priest  to  La  Castellana  in  the 
diocese  of  Bacolod  on  the  island  of 
Negros,  the  Philippines,  in 
November  1969. 

By  Negros  standards,  it  was  a 
prosperous  town.  It  was  set  among 
magnificent  mountains  topped  by 
the  majestic  8,000-foot  Kanlaon 
volcano,  which  had  erupted  briefly 
the  month  before  I  arrived.  My 
parish  covered  some  200  square 
miles,  with  7,000  people  living  in 
the  town  and  38,000  others  in  some 
13  villages  and  on  70  hacien- 
das— sugar  estates — controlled  by 
about  1 5  families.  The  town 
depended  on  one  crop  for  sur- 
vival— sugar. 

By  the  time  I  arrived  in  the 
Philippines,  the  poverty,  harsh 
working  conditions  and  poor  wages 
had  begun  to  create  unrest  on  the 
sugar  farms  and,  in  1971,  a  group 
of  priests  (whom  I  later  joined),  and 
some  labor  leaders  from  La  Cas- 
tellana and  the  neighboring  town  of 
La  Carlota,  founded  the  National 
Federation  of  Sugar  Workers 
(NFSW),  the  first  independent  labor 
union  in  the  Philippines  for  sugar 
workers. 


The  sugar  industry  in  the  Philip- 
pines had  very  close  ties  to  Marcos' 
government  and,  as  labor  unrest 
continued  in  the  early  1970s,  the 
government  made  its  will  and 
presence  felt  in  violent  ways. 

It  was  on  a  Friday  night  in 
August  1972  that  I  first  saw  govern- 
ment involvement  in  murder.  We 
were  waiting  to  induct  the  student- 
cadets  of  our  parish  high  school 
when  two  shots  rang  out  nearby  and 
within  a  few  minutes  someone  ran 
over  to  say  people  had  been  killed 
in  the  town  hall.  I  hurried  there. 
The  main  door  was  locked  but  I 
went  in  the  back  entrance  where  I 
met  a  policeman  who  silently  mo- 
tioned me  to  the  office  of  the  chief 
of  police. 

I  opened  the  door  and  found  the 
chief  of  police  talking  to  George 
Presquito,  known  to  me  as  a  body- 
guard to  several  prominent  local 
people.  Neither  was  pleased  to  see 
me  but  I  told  them  I  had  work  to 
do.  They  left  me  alone  with  the  two 
bodies,  both  male,  lying  in  different 
parts  of  the  room.  They  had  been 
killed  by  single  shots  to  the  back  of 
the  head.  The  bullets  had  torn  away 
their  faces.  To  administer  the  Sacra- 
ment of  Annointing,  I  had  to  lean 
over  ever-widening  pools  of  blood 
around  their  bodies. 

I  had  no  wish  to  play  Sherlock 
Holmes  but  it  was  clear  to  me  that 
both  had  been  killed  without  a 
struggle,  and — it  appeared  from  the 
position  of  the  chairs — by  someone 
entering  the  very  door  I  had  come 
through.  As  I  left,  the  policeman 
who  had  shown  me  in  said  that 
George  had  done  it,  which  confirm- 
ed my  own  suspicion.  Before  a 
crowd  that  had  gathered  outside,  I 
angrily  accused  Presquito  of  mur- 
der. The  next  day,  an  official  report 
was  issued  which  said  that  both  men 
had  been  killed  while  trying  to  at- 
tack the  police  chief.  I  let  it  be 
known  I  disagreed  with  this  theory. 

Nothing,  however,  is  simple  in 
the  Philippines.  It  turned  out  that 
the  dead  men  and  Presquito  had 
been  partners  in  cattle-rustling. 


Rumor  had  it  that  the  chief  of 
police  was  also  involved.  One  of  the 
dead  men  had  an  uncle  who  was  a 
mayor  on  another  island  and  he  ar- 
rived in  La  Castellana  demanding 
justice  for  his  dead  nephew.  Within 
a  few  days  he  had  quietly  left,  and 
nothing  more  was  said  about  justice 
for  the  dead. 

When  a  month  later,  on 
September  21,  1972,  President  Fer- 
dinand Marcos  declared  martial 
law,  George  Presquito  appeared  in 
town  in  the  uniform  of  a  sergeant  in 
a  branch  of  the  security  police  we 
had  never  heard  of.  I  began  to 
understand  why  the  grieving  uncle- 
mayor  had  quietly  left  town.  Over 
the  next  six  years,  Presquito  in- 
stituted his  own  reign  of  terror.  He 
moved  out  of  La  Castellana  and 
concentrated  his  activities  in  the 
southern  part  of  Negros  where  there 
was  a  lot  of  labor  unrest.  By  the 
estimates  of  various  priests,  Pres- 
quito killed  more  than  200  people. 

Perhaps  the  most  brutal  of  his 
killings  took  place  just  after 
Christmas,  1973,  when  he  led  a 
group  of  men  in  the  slaying  of  stu- 
dent activist  Ofelia  Cana  and  her 
three  male  student  companions.  All 
four  had  been  staying  overnight  in  a 
house  in  the  hills  around  Candoni 
in  southern  Negros.  Just  before 
dawn,  Presquito  and  his  armed  men 
surrounded  the  house.  To  protect 
the  family  with  whom  they  were 
staying,  the  students  left  the  house, 
unarmed,  hands  raised.  Presquito 
and  his  men  opened  fire.  Then, 
Presquito  abused  Ofelia's  dead 
body.  Afterwards,  the  bodies  were 
stripped  naked  and  taken  in  the 
back  of  a  jeep  to  the  Candoni  town 
hall  where  they  were  left  lying  out- 
side. Both  a  doctor  and  my  close 
friend,  Fr.  Eugene  McGeough,  who 
interviewed  eyewitnesses,  counted 
147  bullet  wounds  in  the  bodies. 

When  complaints  were  made  to 
the  Negros  military  authorities,  they 
said  they  had  no  authority  over 
Presquito,  who  was  under  the  com- 
mand of  another  island,  but  this 
command  gave  the  same  excuse. 
Local  government  officials  sym- 


pathetic  to  the  church  told  us  he 
was  under  the  direct  command  of  a 
General  Fabian  Ver  in  Manila.  At 
that  time  we  did  not  know  Ver, 
who  was  to  rise  to  the  position  of 
chief  of  staff  and  who  was  recently 
acquitted  of  complicity  in  the  killing 
of  Senator  Benigno  Aquino. 

Eventually,  however,  summary 
justice  caught  up  with  Presquito.  A 
few  days  before  Christmas,  1978,  he 
was  in  a  beer  parlor  in  La  Cas- 
tellana  when  four  armed  men,  com- 
munist guerillas  "avenging  the  peo- 
ple," entered  and  shot  him  dead, 
according  to  church  sources.  Later, 
as  his  body  was  being  waked,  a 
blazing  candle  fell  into  the  coffin, 
setting  it  afire  and  badly  burning 
the  body.  Ever  alert  to  hidden  re- 
ligious meaning,  the  people  said  it 
was  the  hand  of  God. 

While  the  Philippines  has  always 
been  something  of  a  Wild  West,  the 
killings  by  Presquito  were  part  of  a 
government  policy  which  continued, 
albeit  undeclared  and  vehemendy 
denied,  through  the  recent  elections, 
and  was  met  by  equally  callous 
systematic  killing  by  communist  in- 
surgents. 

Violence  was  not  confined  to 


Negros.  According  to  the  Associa- 
tion of  Major  Religious  Superiors  of 
the  Philippines  (AMRSP),  since 
1972,  thousands  disappeared  while 
in  military  custody  and  there  were 
1,500  summary  executions.  This 
does  not  include  killings  in 
massacres  which  were  disguised  by 
the  military  as  "communist  in- 
surgent ambushes." 

Among  the  most  notorious  was 
the  slaying  of  Dr.  Bobby  de  la  Paz, 
shot  in  front  of  patients  at  his  clinic 
in  Samar  in  the  easternmost  Philip- 
pines. While  witnesses  identified  the 
army  major  who  did  it,  he  was 
never  brought  to  trial.  The  first 
priest  to  be  killed  by  the  military 
was  a  Jesuit  in  Bukidnon  in  1977. 
Four  Protestant  ministers  were  slain 
since  Christmas  1984  and  the  first 
foreign  priest  was  killed  last  April, 
Fr.  Tullio  Favali,  a  member  of  the 
Pontifical  Mission  Institute. 

I  knew  Tullio  and  had  dinner 
with  him  last  year  in  Negros  shortly 
after  he  had  arrived  from  Italy  to 
study  languages.  According  to  the 
local  bishop,  he  was  shot  by  para- 
military forces  in  Barrio  Esperanza 
in  Cotobato  on  April  11,  1985.  His 
death  created  an  international  stir

similar  to  the  one  caused  by  the 
death  last  year  of  Jerzy  Popieluszko, 
the  Solidarity  priest. 

According  to  Bishop  Antonio  For- 
tich,  just  last  September,  at  least  35 
people  (one,  an  18-year-old  college 
girl)  were  shot  dead,  the  majority  in 
the  back,  by  police  and  military 
during  a  protest  by  sugar  workers  in 
northern  Negros. 

As  Jaime  Cardinal  Sin,  Ar- 
chbishop of  Manila,  said  in  May  at 
the  Mass  for  Fr.  Favali  (which  I 
concelebrated):  "The  mounting  fre- 
quency of  the  assaults  on  human  life 
where  Filipinos  kill  Filipinos  is  fast 
becoming  our  own  version  of 
Argentina's  'dirty  war,'  and  of  Nazi 
Germany's  'Holocaust.'  If  we  con- 
tinue in  unabated  violence,  our 
generation  shall  soon  achieve  the 
grisly  record  of  having  slain  more 
fellow  Filipinos  than  were  killed  in 
our  wars  against  foreign  invaders." 

For  most  of  the  Filipino  people, 
the  departure  of  Ferdinand  Marcos 
came  not  a  moment  too  soon.  For 
some,  it  came  too  late. 

Ft.  Brannigan  spent  16  years  in  the 
Philippines.  He  is  studying  for  his 
master's  degree  in  philosophy  at  Boston 
College.

Apples  with  apples 

To  the  Editor: 

The  recent  article,  "A  Delicate 
Balance,"  was  a  good  qualitative 
overview  of  the  problem  of  athletics 
and  academics  at  Boston  College. 

However,  as  a  former  varsity 
athlete,  I  still  encounter  criticism 
directed  at  the  College  by  profes- 
sional colleagues  who  cannot  accept 
the  possibility  of  athletes  indeed  be- 
ing real  students.  I  can  recall  one 
term  in  my  four  years  when  every 
member  of  the  varsity  track  team 
was  on  the  dean's  list.  Such  anec- 
dotes do  not  influence  fixed  opi- 
nion. 

What  is  needed  is  a  formal  quan- 
titative analysis  of  the  issue.  Student 
athletes  should  be  compared  to  a 
random  sample  of  all  students  on  a 
variety  of  parameters.  The  class  of 
student  athletes  should  be  broken 
down  into  a  series  of  sub-classes, 
e.g.,  all  student  athletes,  varsity  let- 
termen,  scholarship  athletes,  non- 
scholarship  athletes,  athletes  by 
specific  team,  and  their  performance 
contrasted  with  that  of  non-athletes. 


In  order  to  more  adequately  com- 
pare apples  with  apples,  some 
measures  of  potential  should  be  in- 
troduced into  such  an  analysis,  in- 
cluding perhaps  College  Board 
scores,  so  that  students  of  similar 
abilities  would  be  compared.  Final- 
ly, a  comparison  of  attitudes 
toward  academics  and  academic 
success  should  be  examined  in  a 
systematic  fashion.  Raw  data  should 
be  subjected  to  statistical  analysis  so 
that  it  can  be  properly  interpreted. 

Such  an  analysis  could  lead  to  in- 
tervention in  areas  of  weakness  and 
highlight  areas  of  success.  It  strikes 
me  that  such  an  effort  could  provide 
a  master's  thesis,  if  not  a  doctoral 
dissertation,  for  some  graduate  stu- 
dent in  the  Department  of 
Psychology. 

I  would  like  to  suggest  that  the 
College  sponsor  such  a  study  and, 
at  least,  that  the  summary  data  be 
presented  in  the  pages  of  Boston  Col- 
lege Magazine. 

I  look  forward  to  seeing  such  a 
discussion  in  the  future.

If  it  ain't  that  broke 

To  the  Editor: 

In  the  search  for  the  "Delicate 
Balance,"  let's  commend  the  LRSA 
[Learning  Resources  for  Student 
Athletes]  program  but  not  forget  to 
review  some  Boston  College  history. 

I'm  sure  that  many  less  notable 
athletes  from  Boston  College's  past 
(such  as  myself)  might  not  have 
placed  in  the  top  percentiles  by  ad- 
missions standards.  Yet  the  cum- 
ulative effect  of  the  discipline  and 
competition  of  plugging  football  at 
Boston  College  led  to  my  adopting 
those  same  skills  in  my  studies. 

I  know  of  many  more  student- 
athlete  alumni  who  are  successful 
than  not.  Many  of  these  successful 
alumni  are  so  because  they  are 
dedicated  and  are  products  of  a 


"delicately  balanced"  Boston  Col- 
lege environment. 

Coach  Bicknell's  comments  are 
the  most  telling  direction  for  LRSA 
when  he  speaks  of  "kids  predicting 
their  own  failure... dealing  with  lack 
of  social-skills."  If  there  is  an  im- 
balance in  athletic  admissions  it's  [a 
result  of]  social  economics,  not 
academic  [shortcomings].  What 
many  of  these  athletes  need  is  not 
help  with  history  or  English  lit,  but 
with,  Why  didn't  my  family  send 
me  here  with  a  car,  a  check  book 
and  the  Ralph  Lauren  collection? 

I,  for  one,  believe  Boston  College 
has  done  a  very  good  job  [in  balan- 
cing academics  and  athletics]  and  I 
admire  the  dedication  to  making

be  careful  not  to  fix  it  too  much, 
because  it  isn't  that  broken.

Raise  high  the  roofbeams: 
Science,  offices  and  dorms 
are  focus  of  capital  plans 

With  the  completion  of  the  Bapst 
Library  refurbishment  in  March, 
carpenters  will  be  holstering  their 
hammers  only  briefly,  as  the 
University  embarks  upon  construc- 
tion of  a  sports  center  and  two  dor- 


mitories and  concludes  study  of 
several  other  capital  plans. 

Their  scope  involves  changes  on 
the  middle  and  Newton  campuses 
that  would  be  ongoing  into  the 
mid-1990s  and  would  have  far 
reaching  effect  upon  academic  and 
student  life. 

Among  the  major  concerns  which 
the  overall  plan  attempts  to  address 
are  the  shortage  of  suitable  office 


and  research  space  for  faculty  in 
some  academic  areas,  the  inade- 
quacy of  Devlin  Hall  as  a  modern 
science  building,  the  rising  demand 
for  on-campus  student  housing  at 
both  the  undergraduate  and 
graduate  levels,  and  student  need 
for  social  and  recreational  space. 

Said  University  President  J. 
Donald  Monan,  SJ,  "We  are  a 


dynamically  evolving  institution  and 
new  needs  continually  develop. 
Chief  among  those  is  our  aspiration 
for  providing  improved  educational 
services,  which  is  a  constant 
stimulus." 

Many  of  the  plans  spring  from 
recommendations  of  the  Goals  for 
the  Nineties  study  group  which 
recently  issued  its  final  report  after 
a  year  of  study.  The  committee  of 
faculty,  staff  and  students  has  been 
analyzing  the  University's  needs  for 
the  21st  century.  "The  two  prin- 
cipal purposes  for  the  Goals  for  the 
Nineties  study,"  said  Fr.  Monan, 
'  'were  to  set  our  ideals  high  and  to 
calculate,  as  accurately  as  is  possi- 
ble, the  physical  and  financial 
resources  needed  to  achieve  those 
ideals." 

Three  separate  plans  have  been 
developed,  to  be  effected  in  se- 
quence. The  lower  campus  plan, 
upon  which  work  has  begun,  in- 
cludes the  addition  of  376  spaces  to 
the  400 -space  parking  garage 
alongside  the  stadium,  scheduled  for 
completion  in  April;  renovations  to 
the  stadium  and  construction, 
beginning  in  April,  of  a  sports 
center  on  the  site  of  McHugh 
Forum,  with  a  total  cost  of  $24 
million;  and  the  building,  beginning 
this  summer,  of  two  dormitories 
housing  some  400  students  on  the 
site  of  Alumni  and  Philomatheia 
Halls.  The  dormitories,  approved 
by  the  trustees  at  their  December 
meeting,  will  cost  $14.2  million  and 
are  scheduled  for  completion  in  the 
fall  of  1987. 

Also  planned  for  the  lower  cam- 
pus is  the  construction  of  a  fine  arts 
center  containing  exhibit  space, 
academic  offices  and  studio  space, 
to  be  located  on  the  south  side  of 
the  Robsham  Theater  below  the 
O'Neill  Library. 

A  second  series  of  projects  now  in 
the  planning  and  consultative  stage 
includes: 


DA  study  of  Devlin  Hall's  potential 
to  function  as  a  science  building 
now  and  in  the  near  future.  The 
study  is  examining  building  systems 
and  academic  needs  and  will  lead  to 
the  renovation  of  Devlin  or,  if  that 
proves  unfeasible,  the  construction 
of  a  new  science  building  elsewhere 
on  the  main  campus. 
DA  study  of  possible  renovations 
and  additions  to  student-program 
and  meeting  areas  in  McElroy 
Commons. 

□  Initial  assessments  of  alternative 
uses  for  Roberts  Center  once  the 
sports  center  is  completed. 
DStudies  on  the  construction  of  a 
new  parking  garage  on  the  site  of 
the  tennis  courts  west  of  the  Flynn 
Recreation  Complex. 

Executive  Vice  President  Frank 
Campanella  said  that  Roberts 
Center  would  be  analyzed  and 
modified  for  an  "interim"  use  pro- 
vided the  cost  of  modifications  is 
not  prohibitive.  Because  of  its  struc- 
tural configuration  as  a  sports  facili- 
ty, he  said,  Roberts  poses  unique 
architectural  challenges  and  will 
most  likely  be  used  to  "meet  future 
academic  space  needs"  which  will 
be  determined  through  consultation 
and  study. 

The  third  series  of  projects,  said 
to  be  in  the  initial  stages  of  plan- 
ning, could  result  in  construction  of 
dormitories  for  Law  School  students 
and  recreational  facilities  on  the 
Newton  Campus;  the  replacement 
of  the  Flynn  Recreation  Complex 
with  a  more  efficient  facility;  and 
the  building  of  dormitories  on  the 
site  of  the  present  modular  apart- 
ments, which  would  add  approx- 
imately 500  beds  to  the  under- 
graduate inventory.  Included  in  ear- 
ly studies  of  these  dorms  are  provi- 
sions for  a  student  commons 
building  adjacent  to  the  Robsham 
Theater. 

Campanella  characterized  the 
overall  plan  as  part  of  ongoing  ef- 
forts to  improve  facilties  which  have 


been  taking  place  for  several  years, 
including  the  two  library  projects, 
the  construction  of  classrooms  and 
40  offices  in  Fulton  Hall,  and  refur- 
bishments  at  the  Law  School  and  in 
Lyons  and  Cushing  halls,  as  well  as 
in  other  areas. 


Theater  named  for  'valued 
student,  beloved  son,' 
E.  Paul  Robsham,  Jr. 

In  a  personal  and  quiet  ceremony 
on  Oct.  25,  the  Boston  College 
Theater  Arts  Center  was  dedicated 
in  the  name  of  E.  Paul  Robsham, 
Jr.,  who  died  in  an  automobile  acci- 
dent in  the  summer  of  1983  follow- 
ing his  freshman  year  at  the  Col- 
lege. 

On  hand  for  the  ceremony,  which 
included  the  unveiling  of  a  plaque 
bearing  Robsham's  likeness,  were 
his  parents,  E.  Paul  and  Joyce  Rob- 
sham. Mr.  Robsham  is  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Speaking  to  family,  friends  and 
guests,  President  Monan  noted  that 
while  many  Boston  College  build- 
ings "recognized  men  who  had 
employed  their  abundant  days  in 
remarkable  deeds  that  won  deserved 
admiration, ...they  exist  for  our 
students." 

Said  the  president,  "We  measure 
the  worth  of  people  not  by  what 
they  have  done,  but  by  who  they 
are.  And  it  is  love  that  opens  eyes 
to  see  who  each  individual  is.  We 
name  the  Theater  Arts  Center  in 
honor  of  E.  Paul  Robsham,  Jr. 
because  of  who  he  was — a  valued 
student  of  Boston  College  and  a 
beloved  son  to  his  mother  and 
father. 

The  plaque,  which  hangs  at  the 
entrance  to  the  theater,  carries  a 
verse  from  Psalm  144:  "May  our 
sons  in  their  youth  be  like  plants 
full  grown,/  Our  daughters  like 
carved  pillars  at  the  corners  of  the 
temple." 


After  22  years  in  the  dorms, 
Fr.  'H'  (as  in  Hanrahan) 
decides  to  call  it  an  era 

"It  is  the  end  of  an  era  for  me," 
said  Edward  Hanrahan,  SJ,  shortly 
after  he  announced  in  November 
his  intention  to  resign  as  dean  of 
students  at  the  end  of  this  academic 
year. 

"I've  lived  in  the  dorm  for  22 
years  and  it  has  kept  me  young  in 
spirit,"  he  said.  "All  of  the  moving 
around  to  keep  up  with  the  students 
has  kept  my  weight  down,  and  it 
has  given  me  nightly  enter- 
tainment," he  said  of  the  job  that 
has  kept  him  busy  until  about  2 
a.m.  many  weekend  nights. 

"I  just  thought  that  after  22  years 
it  was  a  good  time  to  do  some  other 
type  of  work  with  students,"  he  ad- 
ded. "I  have  no  clear  sight  on  a 
particular  job  at  this  time,  but  I 


know  that  I  would  like  to  continue 
my  contact  with  the  students." 

"Fr.  Hanrahan  is  the  end  of  an 
era  of  deans  of  students  who  keep 
the  same  hours  as  students,"  said 
Kevin  Duffy,  vice  president  for  Stu- 
dent Affairs.  "He  is  a  master  of  the 
art  of  persuasion  and  he  believes 
that  there  is  no  such  thing  as  a  bad 
kid.  During  his  years  here  he  has 
been  one  of  the  most  visible,  ac- 
cessible people  on  this  campus. 
From  his  early  days  as  corridor 
prefect  to  his  most  recent  role  as 
student-community  mediator  with 
our  off-campus  students  and  sur- 
rounding neighbors,  Fr.  Hanrahan 
always  has  been  where  the  action  is 
in  undergraduate  student  life," 
Duffy  said. 

Hanrahan 's  resignation  will  take 
effect  June  1,  1986.  He  said  his 
decision  to  resign  was  made  last 
May,  but  he  delayed  any  announce- 


ment until  a  new  director  of  Hous- 
ing was  hired.  A  director  was  nam- 
ed in  October. 

"I  will  continue  to  cherish  the 
challenges  of  the  student  population 
and  cherish  working  with  them  in 
their  academic  development,"  said 
Fr.  Hanrahan.  "I  also  would  like  to 
continue  working  in  an  advocacy 
position  for  students  with  landlords 
and  as  an  intermediary  between 
students  and  neighbors  to  help  work 
out  an  amicable  and  peaceful  living 
arrangement." 

Said  Fr.  Monan,  "It  is  difficult 
to  calculate  the  extraordinary  con- 
tributions Fr.  Hanrahan  has  made 
to  the  life  of  Boston  College.  Every- 
where I  meet  alumni,  he  is  one  of 
the  first  persons  asked  for  and  about 
whom  they  recount  stories  of  his  in- 
fluence upon  them. 

"He  has  the  rare  ability  to  assist 
students  to  set  boundaries  for  them-

selves  even  as  new  avenues  open  for 
them — the  unusual  faculty  of  being 
able  to  combine  the  offices  of  friend 
and  disciplinarian.

Fr.  Hanrahan  will  remain  as  a 
Jesuit-in-Residence  in  Edmond's 
Hall. 


Irish  Studies  finds 
a  few  good  friends 

More  than  $100,000  in  gifts  has 
been  pledged  to  the  University's 
Irish  Studies  program  by  the  recent- 
ly established  Friends  of  Irish 
Studies,  a  group  of  alumni  and 
other  supporters  of  Irish  culture. 

At  a  meeting  last  fall  that 
featured  an  address  by  Irish  Am- 
bassador to  the  U.S.  Padraic 
MacKernan,  University  Trustee 
Thomas  Flatley,  acting  chairman  of 
the  friends  group,  established  a 
$50,000  endowment  on  behalf  of  the 
Fladey  Foundation,  and  Charles 
'57,  and  Janice  Fox  '58,  established 
a  $25,000  endowment  in  memory  of 
Annie  Healey  Judge,  Mrs.  Fox's 
grandmother,  who  emigrated  to  the 
U.S.  from  Ireland  before  the  turn 
of  the  century. 

The  group  hopes  to  establish, 
over  the  next  five  years,  a  $500,000 
endowment  which  would  bring  visit- 
ing scholars  from  Ireland  to  the 
campus,  provide  scholarships  for 
undergraduate  study  in  Ireland,  and 
add  to  the  Irish  Collection  of 
resource  materials  in  the  BC 
library. 

The  Irish  Studies  program, 
founded  in  1978,  encourages 
students  to  explore  the  political  and 
economic  history  of  the  Irish,  as 
well  as  their  literature,  language 
and  art.  Opportunities  for  research 
in  the  Republic  of  Ireland  include  a 
junior  year  abroad  program  at  Uni- 
versity College,  Cork,  and  a  six- 
week  drama  workshop  at  the  Abbey 
Theatre  in  Dublin.

Mary  Sue  Infante  named 
School  of  Nursing  dean 

Mary  Sue  Infante,  professor  of 
nursing  at  the  University  of  Con- 
necticut, has  been  named  dean  of 
the  School  of  Nursing.  She  will  suc- 
ceed Mary  Dineen,  who  is  retiring 
after  serving  as  SON  dean  for  14 
years. 

Infante,  Distinguished  Visiting 
Professor  at  Thomas  Jefferson 
University  in  Philadelphia  for  the 
1985-86  academic  year,  will  assume 
her  new  position  on  July  1.  She  said 
she  considered  her  appointment  "a 
privilege  and  an  exciting  opportuni- 
ty to  serve  in  a  leadership  position 
at  an  established,  prestigious 
school." 

"Dr.  Infante,"  said  President 
Monan  in  announcing  the  appoint- 
ment, "has  all  the  qualities  of 
academic  accomplishment  and  judg- 
ment to  lead  the  School  of  Nursing 
in  the  decades  ahead.  She  is  a 
master  teacher  who  has  also 
established  herself  nationally 
through  research  and  publications. 
A  genuine  innovator  in  developing 
the  role  of  the  clinical  laboratory  in 
nursing,  she  is  a  strong  theorist  of 
nursing  education  at  both  the 
graduate  and  undergraduate 
levels." 


"There  is  no  doubt,"  said  In- 
fante, "that  this  is  a  demanding 
and  challenging  time  in  higher 
education  in  nursing.  Declining 
enrollment,  especially  in  basic  pro- 
grams, due  largely  to  competing 
career  attractions  for  women,  re- 
quires creative  approaches  to 
recruiting  and  educating  the  profes- 
sional nurse." 

In  addition  to  published  articles 
and  book  chapters,  Infante,  46,  is 
the  author  of  The  Clinical  Laboratory 
in  Nursing  Education  (New  York: 
John  Wiley  and  Sons,  1975), 
honored  with  the  American  Journal  of 
Nursing's  Book  of  the  Year  Award. 


Law  Prof.  William  Willier 

Law  Professor  William  Willier,  a 
nationally  known  advocate  of  con- 
sumer protection,  died  Dec.  21  at 
age  55. 

Willier  came  to  BC  as  an  assis- 
tant professor  in  1960.  He  was 
named  full  professor  in  1964  and,  in 
1969,  founded  the  National  Con- 
sumer Law  Center  at  BC,  which  he 
directed  until  1972. 

He  helped  formulate  a  wide  range 
of  consumer  protection  laws,  many 
aimed  at  protecting  the  indigent. 


Fr.  John  E.  Murphy,  at  84 

John  E.  Murphy,  SJ,  a  member 
of  the  BC  Jesuit  community  since 
1939,  died  Oct.  21.  He  was  84. 

Taking  BA  and  MA  degrees  from 
BC  in  1929,  Fr.  Murphy  earned  his 
Licentiate  in  Sacred  Theology  from 
Weston  College  in  1935  and  a  doc- 
torate in  philosophy  from  the  Na- 
tional University  of  Ireland  in 
Dublin  in  1939. 

Fr.  Murphy  taught  Irish  language 
and  literature  at  BC  from 
1939-1970,  and  was  a  longtime 
director,  purchasing  manager  and 
business  manager  of  the  bookstore. 


Q:  What  do  you  call 
most  new  entrepreneurs? 
A:  Madam  president 

Consider  the  following  en- 
trepreneurs. 

□  Carol  Bonner  started  Aircraft 
Technical  Publishers  in  one  room  in 
San  Francisco  10  years  ago.  Today, 
it  is  multimillion-dollar,  worldwide 
concern. 

DMary  Phillips  began  a  commer- 
cial real  estate  company  in  1978 
with  a  $3,000  initial  investment. 
Today,  Phillips  International,  with 
offices  in  Houston  and  London, 
grosses  more  than  $5  million  a  year. 
DBetty  Jo  Toccoli  gave  up  a  vice 
presidency  at  a  major  firm  five 
years  ago  to  set  up  her  own 
cosmetics  manufacturing  company 
in  Pacific  Palisades,  Calif.  Her 
firm's  revenues  now  exceed 
$500,000  annually. 

If  the  word  "entrepreneur"  has 
in  the  past  been  used  to  describe 
many  men,  from  Marco  Polo  to 
J. P.  Morgan,  today  it  can  be  ap- 
plied as  apdy  to  many  women.  In 
recent  years,  the  number  of  women 
entrepreneurs  in  this  country  has  in- 
creased at  three  times  the  rate  of 
men — a  surprising  number  in  light 
of  the  obstacles  in  a  traditionally 
male  arena  and  an  overall  failure 
rate  of  70  percent. 

Who  are  these  women?  What 
motivates  them?  How  do  they  suc- 
ceed? These  and  other  questions  are 
addressed  in  The  Woman  En- 
trepreneur: Starting,  Financing,  and 
Managing  a  Successful  New  Business 
(Lexington  Books,  1986),  by  In- 
structor Candida  Brush  (SOM)  and 
Prof.  Robert  Hisrich  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Tulsa. 

Based  on  original  research  from  a 
survey  of  478  respondents,  the 
largest  sample  of  women  en- 
trepreneurs ever  polled,  the  book 
begins  by  describing  their 
characteristics  and  backgrounds,  in- 
cluding a  profile  of  the  "typical" 
woman  entrepreneur. 

She  is,  according  to  the  book,  the 
first-born  child  of  middle-class 


parents  who  earns  a  liberal  arts 
degree,  marries,  has  children  and 
works  as  a  teacher,  administrator  or 
secretary.  Said  Brush,  "A  need  to 
achieve,  job  frustration  and  interest 
in  their  venture  area  motivate  them, 
not  divorce  or  being  fired,  which 
surprised  us." 

Phillips,  for  example,  excelled  as 
the  only  woman  at  a  commercial  real 
estate  firm,  making  cold  calls  for  the 
men.  She  decided  to  go  into  busi- 
ness for  herself  when  she  realized 
she  was  working  as  hard  as  her  male 
colleagues,  but  not  being  paid  for  it. 

"I  was  forced  to  give  over  a  lead  to 
a  male  broker  in  the  company,"  she 
says.  His  commission  was  $80,000;  her 
referral  fee,  $5,000.  Today  Phillips'  in- 
come from  her  own  venture  is  in  six 
figures. 

Brush  said  research  indicates  that 
women  entrepreneurs  consider  their 
personalities  to  be  more  like  those  of 
their  fathers,  but  feel  closer  emotionally 
to  their  mothers.  They  tend  to  be 
generalists. 

Considering  that  most  women  work 
in  service-related  fields,  it  did  not  sur- 
prise the  researchers  that  more  than  90 
percent  of  women's  first  entrepreneurial 
ventures  are  in  areas  like  retail  sales, 
consulting  or  educational  services.  The 
research  also  showed  that  the  biggest 
obstacles  to  success  involved  finance, 
credit  and  lack  of  business  training. 

"Most  of  the  women  entrepreneurs 
have  been  in  business  for  less  than  five 
years,  which  helps  explain  why  they 
gross,  on  average,  less  than  $500,0001 
annually  and  have  fewer  than  five 
employees,"  said  Brush.  The  research 
showed  women  entrepreneurs  tend  to 
start  up  10  years  later  than  men,  at  age 
35  to  45. 

Brush,  who  earned  her  MBA  from 
BC  in  1982,  and  Hisrich,  former 
award-winning  director  of  the  Small 
Business  Institute  when  he  taught  at 
BC  from  1971  to  1984,  have  included 
in  their  book  a  "pragmatic  guide,"  to 
entrepreneurship  tailored  specifically  for 
women. 

The  book  tackles  establishing  credit 
and  negotiating  bank  loans,  developing 
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business  support  systems,  marketing 
and  financial  plans,  taxes,  negotiation, 
and  expansion.  Also  included  are  sam- 
ple income  and  budget  analysis 
statements,  lists  of  networks  and  trade 
associations  and  self-appraisal  tests  on 
risk-taking  and  management  skills  so 
women  can  determine  if  they  have 
what  it  takes  to  start  a  venture. 

"The  biggest  roadblocks  are  lack  of 
experience  and  undeveloped  business- 
related  skills — such  as  independence, 
self-confidence,  assertiveness, 
drive — and  the  relative  absence  of  a 
defined  women's  network  for  business 
referrals,"  said  one  women  en- 
trepreneur in  the  book. 

Adds  Brush  to  this  list  of  challenges, 
"You  don't  have  women  role  models 
in  Fortune  500  companies  to  look 
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toward.  And  sometimes  you  run  into 
problems  just  because  you  are  a 
woman . ' ' 

"I  constantly  have  to  prove  my  com- 
pany's ability  with  oversell  and  by  cut- 
ting prices  to  get  in  the  door  with  a 
client.  Men  are  sure  that  if  you  can't 
pound  a  nail,  then  you  know  zip  about 
construction,"  said  Claudia  Tischler,  of 
Quadra  Construction  in  St.  Paul, 
Minn. 

There  are  three  keys  to  success,  says 
Brush,  two  emotional  and  one  prac- 
tical: 

□  Know  why  you  want  to  strike  out  on 
your  own. 

□Believe  in  what  you  are  doing. 

□  Have  solid  experience  in  the  area  of 
your  venture. 

Brush  said  she  cannot  account 
precisely  for  why  women  are  starting 
businesses  at  three  times  the  rate  of 
men.  From  1981  to  1984,  the  average 
growth  rate  in  the  number  of  woman- 
owned  businesses  approached  17  per- 
cent. At  that  rate,  by  1990,  the 
estimated  number  of  woman-owned 
businesses  could  rise  from  3.5  to  some 
nine  million. 

Hisrich  and  Brush  plan  a  follow-up 
survey  of  the  original  468  women,  their 
"problems,  characteristics  and  how 
they've  grown  and  changed."

Want  to  blow  the  whistle? 
You  have  8  alternatives, 
some  good,  all  costly 

Once  upon  a  time,  a  plant 
manager  learned  his  company  plan- 
ned to  ignore  certain  anti-pollution 
laws.  He  met  with  the  owner  and 
urged  him  to  reconsider,  but  was 
told  that  complying  with  the  regula- 
tions would  cost  too  much.  Either 
the  plant  would  have  to  close,  said 
the  owner,  putting  several  thousand 
people  out  of  work,  or  it  would 
have  to  ignore  the  regulations. 

The  case  is  factual.  It  is  cited  in  a 
paper,  "Alternative  Managerial 
Responses  to  Unethical  Strategic 
Management,"  which  recently  won 
the  $1,500  first  prize  in  a  "Best 
Paper  in  Corporate  and  Organiza- 
tion Planning"  competition  spon- 
sored annually  by  three  foundation 
and  planning  institutes. 

The  paper's  author,  Professor 
Richard  Nielson  (SOM),  says  the 
case  exemplifies  the  dilemmas  facing 
executives  confronted  by  a  manage- 
ment decision  to  engage  in  unethical 
practices. 

While  this  story  has  a  happy 
ending — the  manager  was  able  to 


negotiate  a  solution  that  permited 
affordable  adherence  to  pollution 
laws — many  do  not,  said  Nielson. 
His  paper  outlines  nine  routes 
managers  take  when  confronted 
with  unethical  corporate  behavior. 

They  choose  not  to  think  about 
it;  to  obey;  to  conscientiously  ob- 
ject; to  quit;  to  go  secretly  to  the 
press  or  the  government;  to  go 
openly  to  the  press  or  government; 
to  sabotage;  to  secretly  threaten  to 
inform;  to  negotiate  a  consensus  for 
change. 

Nielson  believes  that  only  two 
alternatives  have  potential  for  effec- 
ting change  without  harming  the 
organization  or  the  manager's 
career.  An  anonymous  threat  to  in- 
form, while  it  can  create  an  at- 
mosphere of  distrust  within  the 
organization,  protects  the  manager 
and  gives  the  organization  an  op- 
portunity to  reassess  its  position. 

But,  said  Nielson,  "I  would 
always  choose  to  negotiate  where 
possible.  The  largest  problem  with 
negotiation  is  that  it's  not  natural. 
Many  of  us,  when  faced  with  actual 
or  potential  conflict  situations,  ex- 
perience high  blood  pressure,  faster 
heart  rates,  sweating,  adrenaline 
release  and  other  forms  of  stress. 
The  most  natural  human  inclination 
related  to  these  physiological 
changes  is  to  attack  or  run  away." 

Nielson  plans  to  work  on  a  book 
which  would  teach  managers 
negotiation  skills.  "Most  of  us,"  he 
said,  "have  no  experience  at 
negotiating  in  our  business  or  per- 
sonal lives."

Parallel  parking's  a  breeze, 
compared  to  understanding 
many  driver's  manuals 

Picture  yourself  driving  along  a 
scenic  rural  byway.  A  young  deer 
darts  from  a  clump  of  roadside 
shrubbery  directly  into  your  path. 
What  do  you  do? 
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The  answer  is  easy.  You  take  out 
your  state-issued  driver's  license 
manual  and  scan  it  for  information 
about  your  legal  obligations  vis-a-vis 
the  frenzied  fawn. 

You  read:  "Every  person 
operating  a  motor  vehicle  shall  br- 
ing the  vehicle  and  the  motor  pro- 
pelling it  immediately  to  a  stop 
when  such  animal  appears  to  be 
frightened  and  if  the  person  in 
charge  thereof  shall  signal  so  to  do; 
and,  if  travelling  in  the  opposite 
direction  to  that  in  which  such 
animal  is  proceeding,  said  vehicle 
shall  remain  stationary  so  long  as 
may  be  reasonable  to  allow  such 
animal  to  pass,  or,  if  travelling  in 
the  same  direction,  the  person 
operating  shall  use  reasonable  cau- 
tion in  thereafter  passing  such 
animal." 

Such  writing — which  appeared  in 
the  1984  Massachusetts  manual, 
since  revised — can  cause  headaches 
for  anyone,  but  especially  those  with 
reading  problems.  Yet  material  of 
this  nature  is  routinely  presented  to 
those  who  want  a  driver's  license, 
according  to  Professor  John  Savage 
(SOE),  who  recently  published  a 
readability  survey  of  state  driver's 
manuals. 

"They're  certainly  well  above  the 
functional  reading  level  which 
generally  is  considered  to  be  5th  to 
8th  grade  level,"  he  said.  "Given 
that  the  nation  has  what  might  be 
called  an  embarrassingly  high  il- 
literacy rate  and  that  driving  is  a 
functional  skill,  one  might  expect 
manuals  to  be  written  at  a  func- 
tional literacy  level — one  that  the 
average  person  could  comprehend." 

Savage  first  noticed  that  this  was 
not  the  case  almost  eight  years  ago 
when  developing  driver's  manuals 
for  people  with  reading  problems. 
His  interest  was  rekindled  several 
years  later  when  quizzing  his 
teenagers  in  preparation  for  their 
license  exams.  "For  fun,"  he 
undertook  a  survey  to  gauge  the 
readability  levels  of  state  driver's 
manuals. 


The  process  of  estimating  read- 
ability is  complex,  Savage  said,  but 
there  are  standard  formulas  for 
calculating  readability  which  pro- 
duce a  grade  score  or  index  that  is  a 
rough  indication  of  the  text's  dif- 
ficulty . 

Savage  applied  five  widely-used 
readability  formulae  to  1984 
drivers'  manuals  from  42  states  (the 
other  eight  were  unavailable  at  the 
time).  The  results  indicate  that  few 
of  the  publications  fall  within  "func- 
tional literacy"  parameters.  Accor- 
ding to  a  composite  "difficulty  in- 
dex" devised  by  Savage,  the  most 
abstruse  manual,  requiring  "college 
senior"  reading  ability,  is  published 
by  Vermont.  Wisconsin,  Connec- 
ticut, Minnesota,  Arkansas, 
Alabama  and  Massachusetts  rank 
behind  Vermont  in  that  order  and 
are  written  at  college-level  reading 
ability.  North  Carolina  and  Loui- 
siana tied  for  easiest  to  read,  requir- 
ing a  sixth-grade  level,  with  New 
Jersey  close  behind. 

But  if  the  study  material  is  so  dif- 
ficult, how  do  so  many  people, 
especially  teenagers,  manage  to  pass 
the  test? 

Savage  attributes  it  to  motivation. 
"Getting  a  driver's  license  is  a  rite 
of  passage  for  the  American  adoles- 
cent. The  fact  that  they  do  master 
the  material  despite  its  difficulty 
confirms  a  long-recognized  pro- 
blem—  readability  formulas  don't 
account  for  the  person  doing  the 
reading." 

Savage  also  says  that  readability 
estimates  can  be  misleading  since 
they  focus  only  on  measurable 
aspects,  such  as  word  and  sentence 
length.  If  only  length  is  equated 
with  difficulty,  "the  one-syllable 
'erg'  may  be  considered  easier  to 
understand  than  the  five-syllable 
'electricity.'" 

Nonetheless,  in  this  case,  Savage 
says,  a  cursory  glance  at  his  survey 
results  or  at  the  material  itself  is 
convincing.  He  plans  to  make  his 
findings  available  to  registrars  of 
motor  vehicles  across  the  country, 
"But  what  will  come  of  that,  I 


don't  know.  It  will  be  interesting  to 
find  out — especially  since  the  prac- 
tical definition  of  functional  il- 
literacy often  includes  the  criterion 
of  'not  reading  well  enough  to  pass 
a  driver's  license  exam.'"

Four  faculty  receive

One  first-place  honor,  two 
honorable  mentions  and  a  special 
category  award  were  garnered  by 
four  members  of  the  BC  faculty  in 
an  annual  book  award  judging 
sponsored  by  Alpha  Sigma  Nu,  the 
national  Jesuit  honor  society. 

In  all,  there  were  59  entries  for 
books  published  in  1984,  and  six 
received  awards. 

Leading  the  University  con- 
tingent was  Francis  Paul  Prucha, 
SJ,  Gasson  Professor  in  the  History 
Department  from  1983  to  1985, 
who  won  first-place  in  the  science 
category  for  the  two-volume  The 
Great  Father:  The  United  States  Govern- 
ment and  the  American  Indians 
(University  of  Nebraska).  Fr. 
Prucha  is  a  professor  of  history  at 
Marquette  University  and  com- 
pleted his  work  while  at  BC. 

Taking  honorable  mention  in  the 
humanities  category  were  English 
Professor  John  McAleer  for  Ralph 
Waldo  Emerson:  Days  of  Encounter 
(Little  Brown  &  Co.),  and  History 
Professor  Thomas  O'Connor  for 
Fitzpatrick's  Boston,  J 846-1 866 
(Northeastern  University). 

Paul  FitzGerald,  SJ,  University 
archivist,  was  honored  in  a  special 
category  for  The  Governance  of  Jesuit 
Colleges  in  the  U.S.,  1920-1970 
(University  of  Notre  Dame). 

Faculty,  staff,  students  and  ad- 
ministrators from  the  28  Jesuit  col- 
leges and  universities  are  eligible  for 
the  award.  Entries  are  judged  for 
content,  style  and  scholarship. 
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Reshaped,  refurbished  and  reconfigured 
many  times  over  its  nearly  60  years 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  University, 
Bapst  remains  the  subtle  treasure 
its  creators  intended  it  to  be

^^|        he  Boston  College  Library — 
^^■^  named  Bapst  in  1952  in  honor 
of  the  first  president — was  dedicated  on 
Wednesday  morning,  June  13,  1928. 

It  was  Class  Day  and  the  day  before 
commencement.  After  Benediction  of 
the  Blessed  Sacrament  in  the  com- 
munity chapel  at  St.  Mary's  Hall,  the 
procession  moved  across  Linden  Lane 
to  the  south  entrance  of  the  new 
building.  In  the  library's  assembly 
hall,  later  known  as  the  auditorium, 
James  H.  Dolan,  SJ,  president, 
welcomed  the  guests  and  introduced 
the  speakers.  Architect  Charles 
Donagh  Maginnis  explained  some  of 
the  artistic  features  of  the  library; 
then,  in  a  symbolic  gesture,  he 
transferred  the  building  to  Boston  Col- 
lege by  handing  the  keys  to  Fr.  Dolan. 
The  dedication  address  was  delivered 
by  Governor  Alvin  Fuller  who  had 
been  personally  generous  in  con- 
tributing to  the  building  fund.  The 
completion  of  the  library  was  a  mo- 
ment of  triumph,  especially  for  the 
Jesuits,  who  had  surmounted  so  many 
difficulties  to  see  the  realization  of 
their  dreams. 

The  first  library  on  the  Heights, 
with  books  from  the  old  College  on 
Harrison  Avenue,  was  housed  in  the 
area  now  occupied  by  the  Honors 
Library  to  the  south  of  the  rotunda  in 
Gasson  Hall.  Since  this  was  patently 
inadequate,  plans  were  quickly  drawn 
for  a  separate  building.  The  architec- 
tural firm  of  Maginnis  and  Walsh, 
which,  in  1909,  had  won  the  competi- 
tion for  the  design  of  the  Recitation 
Building — later  to  be  called 
Gasson — and  had  continued  the 
English  Collegiate  Gothic  theme  in  St. 
Mary's  and  the  Science  Building,  was 
entrusted  with  the  design  of  the  library 
by  William  Devlin,  SJ,  BC's  15th 
president. 

In  1898,  Charles  D.  Maginnis  and 
Timothy  F.  Walsh  formed  a 
remarkably  distinguished  partnership 
that  lasted  for  36  years.  Quite  different 
personalities,  they  were  alike  in 
possessing  artistic  talent  and  in  their 
successful  quest  for  liturgical  expres- 


sion in  brick  and  stone.  According  to  a 
contemporary,  "One  was  never  able  to 
learn  from  the  distinguished  members 
of  this  firm  who  was  chiefly  responsible 
for  the  design  of  any  building  or  part 
of  it."  Their  abilities  were  complemen- 
tary. 

Charles  Maginnis  was  born  in  1867 
in  Londonderry,  Ireland.  As  a  boy  he 
showed  an  early  talent  for  figures  and 
won  the  Queen's  prize  in  mathematics. 
Leaving  Ulster,  he,  his  widowed 
mother,  brothers  and  sister  arrived  in 
Boston  in  1885.  His  early  experience 
as  a  draftsman  was  in  the  office  of  Ed- 
mund M.  Wheelwright,  who  was  city 
architect  of  Boston.  To  augment  his  in- 
come, Maginnis  taught  "illustration"  at 
the  Cowles  Art  School  and  authored 
"Pen  Drawings,"  issued  as  a  textbook 
in  art  schools.  Artistically  honest,  he 
became  a  critic  of  those  architects  who, 
in  an  effort  to  imitate  the  elaborations 
of  European  churches,  introduced  "in- 
sincerities." Invited  by  the  editor  of 
Donohue's  Magazine  to  state  his  position, 
Maginnis  pleaded  for  discriminating 
use  of  foreign  precedents.  Shortly  after

publication,  he  was  asked  by  Fr.  John 
O'Reilly,  the  pastor  of  St.  Patrick's  in 
Whitinsville,  to  submit  a  design  for  a 
new  church.  It  was  Maginnis'  first 
commission  and  the  result  justified  the 
confidence  of  the  pastor.  But,  as 
Maginnis  later  admitted,  it  was  the 
Tower  Building  at  Boston  College  that 
gave  the  firm  national  recognition. 
According  to  the  editor  of  Com- 
monweal, the  death  of  Timothv  Walsh 
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jJ^  lthough  there  is  no  doc- 
^umentation,  tradition 
has  it  that  Margaret  Ford 
[for  whom  the  Ford  Tower 
was  named]  was  a  domestic 
who  donated  her  savings 
to  the  Boston  College 
Building  Fund. 


at  his  North  Scituate  home  on  July  7, 
1934,  "marked  the  ending  of  one  of 
the  most  distinguished  careers  in  ec- 
clesiastical architecture  in  this 
country."  The  younger  brother  of 
Bishop  James  A.  Walsh,  the  co- 
founder  and  first  superior  general  of 
Maryknoll,  Timothy  Walsh,  born  in 
Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  in  1868, 
began  his  professional  studies  in 
Boston  and  continued  his  education  in 
Europe.  After  several  years  with  the 
respected  Boston  firm  of  Peabody  and 
Stearns,  he  decided  to  join  his  fortune 
to  Maginnis'.  Although  innumerable 
buildings — churches,  colleges,  rec- 
tories, schools,  convents — are  at- 
tributed to  the  combined  efforts  of  the 
firm,  Walsh  took  particular  pleasure  in 
his  association  with  the  chapels  at 
Trinity  College  and  Georgetown 
Preparatory  School,  the  Carmelite 
Convent,  Santa  Clara,  California,  and 
the  seminary  and  chancery  in  Cincin- 
nati. The  deep  Catholic  heritage  of 
both  members  of  the  firm  is  reflected 
in  the  National  Shrine  of  the 
Immaculate  Conception  in 
Washington,  D.C. 

The  library  foundations  were  com- 
pletely laid  by  September  1924,  work 
on  the  walls  was  begun  in  October 
and,  by  the  following  March,  the 
border  of  the  first  floor  and  the  base  of 
the  main  stairway  had  been  laid.  At 
this  point,  Fr.  Devlin  had  to  solicit 
funds  from  the  alumni  to  finish  the 
first  floor  and  provide  an  assembly  hall 


which  was  badly  needed  for  campus 
functions.  Although  the  assembly  hall 
and  some  library  facilities  were  ready 
for  the  opening  of  classes  in 
September,  a  shortage  of  funds  made 
it  necessary  to  halt  further  work  and  to 
erect  a  temporary  roof  at  the  second 
floor  level. 

This  was  the  situation  when  Fr. 
Dolan,  professor  of  psychology  at  Holy 
Cross,  succeeded  Fr.  Devlin  as  presi- 
dent on  August  23,  1925.  When  school 
opened,  in  addition  to  the  auditorium, 
a  circulation  desk  was  located  in  the 
basement  and  reading  space  was 
available  to  supplement  the  reading 
room  in  the  Tower  Building.  (Space  is 
not  a  new  problem  at  Boston  College.) 
The  auditorium  was  also  used  for  Sun- 
day Masses  of  the  newly  formed  St. 
Ignatius  Parish — a  privilege  granted  by 
Cardinal  O'Connell — in  place  of  the 
Jesuit  Community  chapel  in  St.  Mary's 
Hall.  The  original  seating  capacity  of 
the  auditorium  was  1,200.  Academic 
necessity  forced  alterations  and,  when 
two  classrooms  were  installed  behind 
the  stage,  the  capacity  of  the  hall  was 
reduced  to  720.  The  original  seats

(replaced  in  the  fall  of  1937)  were  ob- 
tained from  the  old  Boston  Theater 
when  that  historic  drama  center  was 
dismantled  in  1926. 

A  challenge  to  his  administrative 
ability,  this  was  a  project  to  Fr. 
Dolan's  liking.  He  re-energized  the 
Boston  College  Building  Campaign 
which  had  been  inaugurated  in  1921. 
To  generate  interest,  he  put  together  a 
descriptive  booklet  of  the  new  library 
building  in  process  of  construction 
which  called  attention  to  the  pencil 
sketches  of  Maginnis  and  Walsh  and 


highlighted  the  tribute  of  Ralph  Adams 
Cram,  the  premier  Boston  architect, 
who  attested  to  "the  artistic  beauty  of 
our  already  famous  group  of  college 
buildings."  A  practical  man,  the  presi- 
dent also  reminded  his  correspondents, 
in  a  gracious  but  business-like  way,  of 
the  amount  they  had  pledged,  the 
amount  paid  and  the  amount  owed. 

In  the  long  list  of  library  memorials, 
of  special  interest  is  the  handsome  and 
spacious  reading  room  on  the  second 
floor.  A  munificent  donation  of 
$100,000  by  Mrs.  Helena  Nordhoff 
Gargan,  in  memory  of  her  husband, 
Thomas  J.  Gargan,  a  prominent 
Boston  lawyer,  philanthropist  and 
member  of  the  Boston  Transit  Com- 
mission, enabled  the  College  to  resume 
construction.  Mrs.  Gargan,  then  living 
in  Washington,  D.C,  with  her  sister 
and  brother-in-law,  was  an  acquain- 
tance of  Francis  Tondorff,  SJ,  na- 
tionally recognized  scientist  at 
Georgetown  University,  who  in  turn, 
was  in  touch  with  Fr.  Dolan.  It  was 
Fr.  Tondorff  who  composed  the  in- 
scription for  the  memorial  tablet  in 
what  was  then  designated  as  the 
Gargan  Reading  Room.  It  reads: 
"This  hall,  sacred  to  the  reading  of  the 
book,  is  placed  in  tribute  to 
Thomas  J.  Gargan,  scholar,  jurist, 
orator,  an  exemplar  to  the  student,  an 
ornament  to  the  law,  an  inspiration  to 
men."  William  Rooney,  Jr.  '80, 
speaking  for  the  thousands  of  students 
who  have  worked  there,  summed  it  up 
best  in  an  essay  appearing  in  the 
Winter  1983  issue  of  this  magazine: 
"The  Reading  Room  on  a  sunny 
afternoon  is  a  study  in  beauty." 

After  Mrs.  Gargan's  gift,  which  im- 
mediately attracted  the  attention  of 
other  donors,  Fr.  Dolan  was  in  a 
financial  position  to  contract  for  the  re- 
maining structure  and  furnishings.  By 
Christmas  of  1926,  steel  shelves  were 
in  place  in  the  stack  room  to  accom- 
modate 100,000  books.  As  David 
Dunigan,  SJ,  explains  in  his  History  of 
Boston  College,  "The  contractors  were 
not  able  to  complete  the  building  with 
stone  from  the  site  itself,  as  they  did  in 
constructing  the  Tower  and  Science 
Buildings,  but  were  forced  to  supple- 
ment their  supply  with  a  perfectly  mat- 
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othic  arches,  towers 
and  stained  glass  windows 
may  not  meet  the  needs  of  a 
modern,  functional  library, 
but  they  have  an  academic 
rhetoric  of  their  own. 


ching  stone  taken  from  the  dismantled 
walls  of  a  Congregationalist  church  on 
Columbus  Avenue,  near  Clarendon 
Street,  Boston." 

By  the  spring  of  1928,  the  entire 
building  had  been  completed  except  for 
some  furnishings  and  the  stained  glass 
windows.  Maginnis  and  Walsh  had 
estimated  the  total  cost  at  $800,000; 
James  Mellyn,  SJ,  the  treasurer  at 
Boston  College  in  1925,  had  put  the 
estimate  at  1700,000.  The  architects 
were  closer  to  the  truth.  (It  may  be  in- 
teresting to  note  that  77  years  later, 
the  renovations  and  furnishings  cur- 
rently in  progress  will  cost  about 
$6,000,000.) 

The  architectural  design  and  the  ar- 
tistic treasures  of  the  Bapst 
Library — memorials,  donations  and 
acquisitions — have  been  described  in 
several  publications.  The  most  com- 
plete description  can  be  read  in  an 
87 -page  booklet  entitled  Boston  College 
Library,  published  in  1933  when 
William  Stinson,  SJ,  was  librarian. 
More  recendy,  Douglas  Shand  Tucci, 
the  architectural  historian,  has  describ- 
ed Bapst  as  "perhaps  the  most  lovely" 
of  the  four  original  Gothic  buildings. 

Three  features  in  particular  im- 
mediately impress  the  critic  as  well  as 
the  amateur.  The  Gargan  Reading 
Room  has  already  been  singled  out. 
The  North  Porch  entrance  leads  into 
the  Margaret  Elizabeth  Ford  Memorial 
Tower.  Although  there  is  no  documen- 
tation, tradition  has  it  that  Margaret 
Ford  was  a  domestic  who  donated  her 
savings  to  the  Boston  College  Building 
Fund.  The  interior  of  the  tower  con- 
tains one  of  the  most  intriguing 


features  of  the  building  in  the  form  of 
a  medieval  staircase  of  stone  which 
rises  from  the  pavement  of  the  lobby 
to  the  apartments  on  the  second  floor. 
Externally,  the  Ford  Tower,  which  is  a 
reduced  echo  of  the  Gasson  Tower, 
dominates  the  Commonwealth  Avenue 
approach  to  the  campus  and  is  the  first 
glimpse  that  inbound  motorists  have  of 
Boston  College.  In  need  of  repairs  in 
recent  years,  the  interior  of  the  tower 
and  the  staircase  have  now  been 
restored  to  their  original  radiance.  Ap- 
proached through  the  formal  entrance 
on  the  south  facade,  the  third  out- 
standing feature  is  the  grand  staircase 
ascending  from  an  ample  lobby,  which 
provided  access  to  the  former 
auditorium  and  to  the  main  landing 
before  the  entrance  to  the  Gargan 
Reading  Room  on  the  second  floor. 
This  stately  staircase  immediately 


1969  of  the  auditorium  to  steel  stacks 
to  form  the  third  and  fourth  decks. 
The  auditorium,  for  years  the  only- 
large  hall  on  campus,  had  been  the 
scene  of  academic  convocations,  inter- 
collegiate debates  and  concerts  by 
renowned  artists.  With  the  loss  of  this 
much  used  facility,  these  events  (before 
the  construction  of  the  E.  Paul  Rob- 
sham,  Jr.  Theater  Arts  Center)  were 
transferred  to  the  less  elegant  precincts 
of  McHugh  Forum  and  Roberts 
Center.  The  obvious  solution  was  a 
new  library,  which  became  a  reality  in 
1984. 

Gothic  arches,  towers  and  stained 
glass  windows  may  not  meet  the  needs 
of  a  modern,  functional  library,  but 
they  have  an  academic  rhetoric  of  their 
own.  Bapst  Library,  inextricably 
associated  with  the  names  of  Frs.  Stin- 
son, John  Keating,  Terrence  Connolly

focuses  the  mind  "on  higher  things." 
Over  the  years,  with  the  growth  of 
the  College,  the  handsome  apartments 
such  as  the  reception,  browsing  and 
faculty  rooms,  in  order  to  accom- 
modate the  research  needs  of 
undergraduate  and  graduate  students, 
have  had  to  give  way  to  a  periodical 
room,  a  rare  book  room  and  the  Fran- 
cis Thompson  Room  with  the  British 
and  Irish  Collections.  The  most  exten- 
sive alteration  was  the  conversion  in 


and  Brendan  Connolly,  still  stands  as  a 
memorial  to  a  Gothic  dream  and  a 
Gothic  theme.  The  students  who  will 
soon  use  both  the  Thomas  P.  O'Neill. 
Jr.  Library  and  Bapst  are  reminded  of 
the  best  of  both  worlds.

John  Steczynski  is  a  man  who  craves 
order  in  his  life — from  the  symmetrically  ar- 
ranged plants  throughout  his  Jamaica  Plain 
home  to  the  neat  rows  of  personal  treasures 
and  artifacts  lining  bookcases  and  mantles. 
But  most  of  all,  Steczynski's  methodical 
nature  emerges  in  his  drawings. 

Using  thousands  of  carefully  executed 
short  diagonal  or  vertical  pen  strokes,  Stecz- 
synki  creates  languid,  almost  mystical,  draw- 
ings. Each  piece  has  a  shimmering, 
sometimes  elusive,  quality,  yet  there  is  a 
crispness  of  line  akin  to  the  precision  of  an 
architectural  drawing. 

This  unusual  and  painstaking  technique, 
which  Steczynski,  a  professor  of  fine  arts, 
calls  parallel  hatching,  has  become  his 
trademark. 

"I  like  the  methodical,  ritualistic  aspect  of 
it.  Sometimes  I  look  at  my  work  as  a 
triumph  of  persistence  over  tediousness," 
said  Steczynski,  his  smile  nearly  hidden  by 
his  bushy,  graying  moustache  and  beard. 
"What  usually  happens  is  that  the  drawing 
becomes  a  very  satisfying  experience  because 
it  is  so  difficult.  There  is  an  element  of 
resistance  that  has  to  be  overcome.  It  can  be 
mesmerizing  because  it  requires  so  much 
concentration  and  attention." 

Though  it  would  be  years  before  he  settl- 
ed into  drawing  as  his  favored  form  of  ar- 
tistic expression,  Steczynski's  introduction  to 
art  came  early  in  life.  As  a  two-year-old,  he 
tagged  along  with  his  older  sister  every

Saturday  when  she  attended  classes  at  the 
Chicago  Art  Institute.  But  like  many  in  the 
fine  arts  world,  it  took  Steczynski  years  to 
realize  that  being  an  artist  was  a  realistic 
goal  and  a  valid  profession. 

In  college,  Steczynski  studied  architecture 
for  almost  three  years  before  coming  to 
terms  with  the  fact  that  it  simply  wasn't 
satisfying  his  creative  needs. 

"I  think  the  thing  that  finally  got  to  me 
was  the  smell  of  paint  and  clay  emanating 
from  the  art  department.  I  decided  that  was 
where  I  had  to  be,"  and  promptly  abandon- 
ed architecture  for  studio  art,  he  recalled. 

It  was  like  opening  the  floodgates.  For  his 
remaining  college  years,  Steczynski  primari- 
ly studied  painting,  but  also  tried  his  hand 
at  sculpting.  Soon  he  was  exploring  fabric 
art,  weaving,  basketry,  liturgical  art  and 
slide  presentations. 

Even  his  interest  in  baking  became  an 
avenue  for  artistic  expression  as  he  found 
himself  sculpting  loaves  of  bread  into  fan- 
ciful forms  in  his  kitchen — something  he  still 
delights  in  doing. 

Eventually  his  focus  turned  more  and 
more  to  drawing.  "I  found  it  was  too  much, 
too  dispersed,"  he  said  of  his  work  in  some 
of  the  other  mediums. 

Steczynski's  drawing  style  has  matured 
over  the  past  two  decades  and  become  in- 
creasingly colorful  through  the  use  of  colored 
inks.  But  that  methodical  hatching  was  there 
from  the  very  beginning,  as  evidenced  by  a 
tiny,  framed  drawing  of  a  figure  reading  at 
a  table,  which  hangs  on  a  wall  near  his 
drawing  table.  The  lines  are  thicker  and  less 
sure,  perhaps,  but  it  has  that  unmistakable 
look  that  is  distinctly  Steczynski. 

"That  was  one  of  the  very  first  drawings  I 
ever  did  in  this  style,  around  1963  or  '64," 
he  said.  He  looks  back  at  a  partially  com- 
pleted drawing  on  his  table,  showing  a  large 
man — not  unlike  himself — sitting  naked  at  a 
drawing  table  that  is  surrounded  by  plants 
and  bookcases. 

"I  like  the  ritualistic,  almost  erotic,  aspect 
of  the  strokes.  The  style  fits  me.  It  is  a 
direction  I  expect  to  be  working  in  for  a 
long  time. 

"For  me  each  piece  evolves  slowly  and 
subtly.  The  images  tend  to  be  serene,  but 
the  strokes  provide  a  sense  of  struggle  and 
time  that  give  the  work  a  tension,"  Steczyn- 
ski said.  And,  whether  it  is  a  series  of  Greek 
landscapes  done  after  a  trip  to  Greece  and 
Italy  in  1982  or  an  earlier  series  called 


"Thematic  Drawings  in  Anticipation  of  the 
Great  Mother  Dance,"  Steczynski's  works 
all  have  strong  mythological  overtones. 

A  soft-spoken  man  who  describes  himself 
as  extremely  home-oriented  and  deeply 
spiritual,  Steczynski  said  it  wasn't  until  his 
sabbatical  from  BC  three  years  ago  that  he 
truly  began  to  define  himself  as  an  artist. 

"Until  then  I  considered  myself  a  teacher 
who  did  art.  Now  I  perceive  myself  much 
more  as  an  artist  who  teaches." 

It  was  a  transition  that  benefitted  both  his 
art  and  his  teaching.  "For  a  long,  long  time 
I  taught  mostly  art  history.  My  main  goal 
was  to  explain  art  to  others  so  they  could 
understand  it.  One  day  I  realized  I  didn't 
really  know  how  I  felt  about  art.  I  had  never 
stopped  to  think  about  it  because  I  was  so 
busy  explaining  it  to  others,"  Steczynski 
said  with  a  wry  grin.  His  sabbatical  provid- 
ed that  opportunity. 

The  death  of  his  wife  in  1972,  leaving  him 
with  two  young  daughters,  aged  4  and  9,  to 
raise,  was  another  major  turning  point  for 
Steczynski.  "I  felt  her  presence  for  a  long 
time  after  that.  It  was  like  part  of  her  was  in 
me  and  I  was  seeing  things,  in  some  ways, 
through  her  eyes."  That  experience  com- 
bined with  several  others,  he  said,  triggered 
much  introspection  that  ultimately 
strengthened  his  spirituality. 

Steczynski's  early  interest  in  liturgical  art 
also  continued  over  the  years.  While  he  has 
not  concentrated  heavily  on  producing 
liturgical  art  in  recent  years,  Steczynski 
says,  "There  is  a  liturgical  spirit  to  all  my 
art." 

One  recent  work — a  hanging  consisting  of 
six  large,  painted  panels  that  are  combined 
and  removed  each  week  to  form  an  image 
tied  to  scripture  readings — hangs  in  Blessed 
Sacrament  Church  in  Jamaica  Plain,  his 
parish  church. 

Unlike  some  artists,  Steczynski  said,  he  is 
rarely  at  a  loss  for  new  ideas.  "More  often  I 
will  become  frustrated  by  the  lack  of  time  to 
do  all  that  I  want  to  do,"  he  said,  nodding 
toward  a  stack  of  snapshots  from  a  recent 
trip  to  Paris  and  Rome.  Some  of  those 
photographs  ultimately  will  be  transformed 
into  drawings 

Steczynski  dreams  of  someday  having  his 
work  published.  "I  yearn  to  have  a  big, 
beautiful  book  come  out  about  me  with  big 
illustrations  of  my  work.  That  is  one  of  my 
ideas  of  what  success  really  is,"  he  said,  a 
slightly  wistful  note  in  his  voice. 


THE  ARTS  ON  CAMPUS— A  RENAISSANCE  BEGINS 
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n  his  dark  suit  and  Roman 
collar  he  does  not  look  like 
your  typical  empresario,  but 
Academic  Vice  President 
Joseph  R.  Fahey,  SJ,  has  been 
quietly  and  sometimes  not  so 
quietly  trying  to  foment  a 
cultural  renaissance  on  the 
Boston  College  campus. 

"A  modest  investment  of 
time  and  money  can  make  a 
significant  difference  in  the 
cultural  tone  of  the  campus," 
he  said  recently.  "We  have 
the  ingredients  in  our  facilities 
and  in  faculty,  staff  and 
students.  I  believe  a  variety  of 
high  quality  cultural  offerings 
constitutes  an  essential  part  of 
a  Boston  College  education." 

Putting  his  office  and  its 
funds  behind  his  words,  Fr. 
Fahey  (and  the  Undergraduate 
Student  Government)  spon- 
sored a  popular  series  of  visits 
last  semester  to  the  Renoir  ex- 
hibit during  its  exclusive 
American  engagement  at 
Boston's  Museum  of  Fine 
Arts.  Over  a  series  of  four 
nights,  1,200  faculty 
members,  administrators  and 
students  viewed  the  exhibit 
and  attended  receptions  in  the 
MFA  rotunda.  Katharine 
Hastings,  assistant  to  the 
AVP,  handled  logistics  for  the 
visits,  from  hustling  faculty 
and  students  to  the  front  of 
the  long  lines  outside  the  ex- 
hibit hall  to  seeing  to  it  that 
there  was  enough  Strasbourg 
sausage  to  go  around.  "The 
event  was  a  tremendous 
undertaking,  but  worth  every 
minute  of  it.  We're  still  get- 
ting thank-you  notes,"  she 
said. 

The  University  has  been  an 
MFA  member  since  Septem- 


ber 1984,  and  this  academic 
year,  a  trip  to  the  museum 
was  included  in  the  freshman 
orientation  program.  It  involv- 
ed approximately  400  students 
and  their  faculty  advisors  and 
was  "by  far  the  best  aspect, 
culturally,  of  orientation," 
said  Hastings,  who  stresses  the 
need  to  further  expand  arts 
programs  on  campus.  "We 
believe  it's  important  to 
establish  cultural  traditions,  to 
promote  interaction  between 
faculty  and  students  and  en- 
courage dialogue  among  the 
artists  on  campus." 


Hhe  existing  range  of  arts 
programs  runs  the  gamut  of 
theater,  dance,  graphic  art, 
music,  film  and  lectures.  The 
grandfather  of  them  all  is  the 
Humanities  Series,  which, 
under  the  direction  of  Francis 
Sweeney,  SJ,  has  been  bring- 
ing distinguished  figures  from 
the  literary  and  art  worlds  to 
the  campus  for  29  years. 

According  to  Robert  Ver 
Eecke,  SJ,  Jesuit  artist-in- 
residence,  the  fine  arts  also 
serve  as  a  vital  link  between 
BC  and  alumni,  who,  he  says, 
"continue  to  be  involved  in 
the  life  of  the  University 
through  participation  in 
Chorale  concerts,  theater  pro- 
ductions, and  dance  perfor- 
mances." Fr.  Ver  Eecke 
directs  the  Boston  Liturgical 
Dance  Ensemble  and  is  faculty 
advisor  to  the  BC  Dance 
Ensemble,  which  presents  a 
major  performance  each 
semester  at  the  Robsham 
Theater — a  focal  point  for  fine 
arts  on  campus  since  its  open- 
ing in  1981. 

Also  housed  in  the  theater 


are  the  Dramatics  Society, 
currently  in  its  121st  season, 
and  the  Children's  Theater 
Company,  an  improvisational 
student  group  that  performs 
its  unique  brand  of  zany 
theatrics  around  the  Boston 
area. 

Music  is  well  represented  by 
the  150-member  University 
Chorale,  under  the  direction 
of  Alexander  Peloquin,  the 
noted  liturgical  composer. 

The  Musical  Guild, 
established  in  1983  "to  in- 
tegrate faculty,  staff  and 
students  through  a  musical 
medium,"  has  "come  a  long 
way  in  a  short  time,"  accor- 
ding to  President  Christopher 
Montani  '86.  Each  semester, 
the  guild  sponsors  "Musicians 
Among  Us,"  featuring  recitals 
by  campus  musicians,  from 
ragtime-playing  faculty,  to 
rock-playing  students.  "The 
program  highlights  the 
melange  of  talent  on  campus. 
There  is  usually  quite  a  good- 
sized  audience,"  said 
Hastings.  Montani  believes 
that  the  success  of  the  pro- 
gram is  largely  due  to  the  ef- 
forts of  the  AVP's  office. 
"The  guild  would  not  have 
survived  its  early  stages 
without  Fr.  Fahey 's  support 
and  commitment,"  he  said. 

According  to  Hastings,  the 
arts  "really  unify  the 
campus."  Fr.  Fahey,  whose 
office  has  sponsored  jazz 
performance-lectures  and  an 
open  rehearsal  by  the  Newton 
Symphony  in  recent  years, 
will  be  hosting  a  performance 
by  the  Philadelphia  String 
Quartet  in  March.  "We  are 
moving  in  the  right 
direction,"  he  said.

HIDDEN  MEANINGS 

Michael  Mulhern  has  a  curious  view  of 
the  world. 

Where  some  see  workmen  pouring  multi- 
ton  blocks  of  concrete  for  a  downtown 
skyscraper,  Mulhern  sees  beautiful,  pro- 
vocative forms;  where  some  see  a  crumbling 
building,  Mulhern  is  awed  by  the  rubble, 
trying  to  visualize  how  it  once  appeared; 
where  some  see  a  twisted  vine  choking  an 


aged  oak  tree,  Mulhern  sees  an  evocative, 
grasping  figure. 

"I  am  fascinated  by  structures  and  how 
they  are  put  together.  I  want  to  know  what 
goes  through  [the  builder's]  mind.  I  am  aw- 
ed by  the  process  of  constructing  and  by 
nature's  growth  process,"  said  Mulhern, 
sculptor  and  associate  professor  of  fine  arts. 

A  quiet  man  who  speaks  slowly,  seeming 
to  choosing  his  words  with  care,  Mulhern, 
38,  said  his  interest  in  sculpture  began  when 
he  was  a  boy  in  Cleveland.  "There  was  a  lot 
of  building  going  on  in  the  area  at  that 
time.  The  carpenters,  electricians  and 
bricklayers  were  all  real  European  crafts- 
men. I  would  spend  time  with  them,  talking 
and  watching.  Sometimes  I'd  bring  them 
cookies,  and  every  now  and  then  one  would 
teach  me  how  to  wire  something  or  how  to 
lay  a  brick." 

For  Mulhern,  it  was  the  beginning  of  a 
journey  that  would  lead  him  to  oil  painting, 
silkscreening,  welding,  stone  carving, 
carpentry,  furniture  making,  printing, 
engraving  and  lithography  before  he  settled 
comfortably  into  sculpting. 

"I  started  out  as  an  oil  painter.  I  even 
taught  that  for  awhile,"  he  said  almost 
sheepishly.  But  painting  on  canvas  just 
wasn't  enough.  By  the  time  he  was  in  col- 
lege, Mulhern  "was  hanging  things  off  the 
canvas"  trying  to  create  stronger  images, 
different  dimensions. 

In  1968,  while  earning  his  fine  arts 
degree,  Mulhern  studied  welding  at  a 
technical  school  and  became  a  certified 
welder.  "I  was  having  fun  painting,  but  I 
really  just  wanted  to  make  sculptures.  Color 
became  less  and  less  important  in  my  work, 
and  painting  began  to  feel  like  hiding. 
Sculpture,  on  the  other  hand,  let  it  all  show, 
the  materials,  everything.  It  was  the  way  I 
wanted  to  express  myself." 

He  worked  in  stone  for  awhile  and  then 
wood.  "I  remember  cutting  up  butcher 
blocks  from  an  old  fish  store  that  was  going 
out  of  business.  Everything  smelled  like 
fish,"  he  said  with  a  wide  grin.  "I  cut  off 
the  top  layer  with  a  chain  saw  and  then 
started  cutting  the  rest  of  it  into  hundreds  of 
pieces." 

For  Mulhern,  each  sculpture  is  a  chal- 
lenge to  make  people  think;  to  make 
statements  about  the  things  that  he  finds 
moving  and  provocative.  And,  while  he  ad- 
mits there  are  those  days  when  he  yearns  to 
"say  the  heck  with  it  and  become  a 
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hermit,"  he  said  he  is  driven  to  continue  by 
a  "deep  need  to  communicate  the  inner,  in- 
trinsic beauty  of  things  that  people  normally 
dismiss. 

"I  really  want  to  say  things  to  people.  I 
want  them  to  stop  and  look  and  think  about 
what  they  see,  to  wonder  about  the  struc- 
tures they  see  and  the  underlying  rationality 
of  the  world  around  them,"  Mulhern  ex- 
plains. He  also  disdains  the  need  some  ar- 
tists feel  to  always  have  reasonable  explana- 
tions of  their  work. 

"To  me,  sculpture  is  more  fun  than  that, 
or  it  should  be.  When  something  is  that 
deadly  serious,  it  doesn't  go  anywhere. 
There's  a  terrible  seriousness  about  the 
world  and  I  try  to  say,  'Hey,  it's  a  little 
more  playful  that  that,  or  more  beautiful .'" 
That's  not  to  say  Mulhern  doesn't  tackle 
serious  subjects.  "I  try  to  address  the  ten- 
sion of  the  times,  whether  economic,  social 
or  whatever." 

Despite  several  well  received  shows  over 
the  past  few  years,  Mulhern  believes  he  has 
"not  yet  found  his  voice  as  an  artist.  I'm 
still  young  and  I  just  don't  think  I've  found 
what  fills  the  form  yet."  He  is  unfazed  by 
that  lack,  not  surprisingly  for  someone  who 
defines  the  world  in  terms  of  process  and 
growth. 

Teaching  at  Boston  College,  for  Mulhern, 
is  a  positive  part  of  the  process.  "Partly,  I 
teach  so  I  can  say  things.  I  enjoy  it.  The 
best  teachers  I  had  encouraged  me  to  out-do 
them.  Now  I  urge  my  students  to  out-do 
me,  and  when  that  happens  it's  rewarding 
and  important." 

Nonetheless,  Mulhern  said,  his  six-month 
sabbatical  that  ended  in  January  provided  a 
crucial  respite  that  enabled  him  to  reassess 
his  work  and  his  future  directions.  He 


speaks  haltingly  about  the  questions  he  grap- 
pled with  during  that  time. 

"I'm  consciously  trying  to  make  salable 
objects  for  the  first  time  in  10  years.  I'm 
taking  the  ideas  I  have  now  and  translating 
them  in  a  different  way  than  I  have  in  the 
past.  I'm  trying  to  create  a  body  of  work  to 
show  because  showing  has  a  lot  to  do  with 
whether  people  see  your  work  and  whether  it 
connects  with  them. 

"Part  of  me  is  conflicted  about  that, 
but...,"  his  voice  trails  off.  He  looks  up 
again,  smiles  and  adds,  "Actors  say  it's  the 
applause  that  drives  them.  Some  artists  say 
it's  the  reviews.  But  bad  reviews  can  help, 
too.  If  you  turn  that  negative  energy  around 
and  make  a  piece  about  it,  you  can  make  it 
work  for  you. 

"I  think  people  see  me  as  a  serious  artist, 
but  I  have  to  prove  that  by,  say,  having 
several  gallery  shows  over  a  period  of  time. 
Curatorial  acclaim  is  more  important  to  me 
than  critical  acclaim  right  now.  I'm  patient, 
but  right  now  I  could  use  some  faster 
return." 

A  lot  of  Mulhern's  ideas  these  days  come 
from  nature.  He  often  takes  walks,  looking 
for  "natural  elements  such  as  vines  or 
cinders  or  rocks."  In  them  he  sees  faces  or 
figures  that  conjure  up  images  for  new 
sculpture.  Mulhern  said  he  has  his  eye  on 
several  unusual  vines  in  the  BC  area  and 
intends  to  approach  property  owners  about 
cutting  them  down. 

"I  eventually  want  to  get  back  into 
working  with  metal  and  do  some  permanent 
installations,  but  right  now  I'm  very  in- 
terested in  natural  elements  for  my 
sculptures." 

The  appeal,  however,  of  doing  permanent 
installations  is  understandable.  While 
Mulhern  shrugs  off  the  emotional  difficulties 
of  disassembling  a  piece  after  spending 
weeks  creating  it — noting  he  keeps  extensive 
photographic  records  of  all  his  sculptures — it 
is  clear  he  would  prefer  to  see  more  of  his 
work  remain  intact  and  on  display 
somewhere. 

"Pieces  of  old  sculptures  end  up  all  over 
the  place,"  he  said  wryly.  "Part  of  one  was 
used  to  remodel  a  friend's  kitchen,  others 
got  tossed  out  or  I  reuse  them  in  future 
sculptures. 

"But  I  do  yearn  to  do  some  monuments 
that  would  last  longer  than  a  few  months  or 
two  weeks,  something  memorable  and 
permanent." 
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A  WAY  OF  LIFE 


Toni  Dove  approaches  her  painting  like 
an  alchemist,  transforming  everyday  events 
and  feelings  into  golden,  otherworldly  im- 
ages, while  infusing  each  canvas  with 
mystery  and  tension. 

"I  don't  want  anyone  to  mistake  my 
paintings  for  natural  phenomena,"  said 
Dove  from  her  spacious  studio  in  New  York 
city.  "For  me  painting  is  like  trying  to 
materialize  something  that  doesn't  have 
substance,  that  doesn't  exist  in  the  real 
world,  almost  like  a  psychic  state,  but  one 
that  has  reverberations  in  the  way  we  think 
and  relate  to  the  world  and  each  other." 

Coming  from  a  family  of  several  profes- 
sional artists,  including  her  father,  Dove, 
39,  adjunct  instructor  of  fine  arts  here,  said 
there  was  never  really  a  time  when  she 
didn't  plan  on  pursuing  art  as  a  career. 


"Well,  except  for  a  very  brief  time  in  high 
school  when  I  wondered  if,  perhaps,  I 
should  go  off  to  Vassar  and  write  research 
papers,"  she  said  with  a  wide  grin. 

"In  many  ways  it  never  seemed  like  a 
choice.  The  need  to  create  art  comes  from 
deep  inside  me.  It  was  something  that  I  was 
good  at  and  there's  a  lot  of  freedom  in  it, 
which  is  very  important  to  me.  I  have  a 
strong  need  to  work  for  myself,  to  be 
autonomous." 

A  diminutive  figure  dressed  entirely  in 
black,  Dove  exudes  energy  and  tension  even 
while  comfortably  curled  up  in  a  chair  in 
one  corner  of  her  all-white  studio.  Dove, 
who  commutes  to  Boston  for  her  classes, 
said  she  tries  to  inject  that  same  tension  into 
each  painting. 

"It  is  a  lot  like  alchemy.  It's  almost  like 
making  light  out  of  physical  substance,  like 
the  tension  between  the  organic  world  and 
geometry.  I'm  trying  to  create  something 
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that  says  this  is  not  from  the  real  world.  I 
want  my  paintings  to  have  an  internal  ten- 
sion that  virtually  holds  them  up  on  the 
walls,  almost  like  levitating  or  floating." 

Although  abstract  expressionism  was  the 
dominant  art  form  of  her  generation,  Dove 
believes  her  style  is  more  rooted  in  an 
earlier  avant-garde  abstract  approach,  and 
that,  she  said,  "gives  me  more  indepen- 
dence" than  many  of  her  contemporaries. 

However,  the  event  that  has  had  the 
greatest  impact  on  her  work  in  recent  years, 
Dove  said,  was  her  move  from  Boston  to 
New  York  about  four  years  ago.  As  a  result, 
she  said,  "I  haven't  been  very  active  ex- 
hibiting for  the  last  few  years.  I'm  in  a  new 
phase  and  my  work  is  very  different.  I'm 
getting  ready  to  show  this  year  and  it's  both 
exciting  and  frightening."  She  stares  pen- 
sively for  several  moments  at  a  recently 
completed  large  canvas  hanging  across  from 
her.  The  dark  hues  of  most  of  the  painting 
eerily  contrast  with  an  explosion  of  fiery 
yellow. 

"That  is  about  a  short  and  extremely 
painful  love  affair  that  I'm  trying  to  get  out 
of  gracefully,"  Dove  said  with  a  quick  nod 
toward  the  painting.  "Actually,  all  my  pain- 
tings are  like  love  affairs.  I  think  being  a 
painter  is  a  way  of  life — like  a  glass  that  you 
look  at  the  world  through  and  it  colors  and 
motivates  everything  you  do.  You  always 
are  using  your  life  as  subject  matter  and  it 
becomes  a  never  ending  adventure  of 
understanding  yourself." 

It  is  not  always  an  easy  process,  Dove  ad- 
mits. "It  takes  a  tremendous  amount  of  in- 
trospection. You  are  your  own  best  tool." 
Dove  said  ideas  for  paintings  simply  "pop 
into  my  head"  and  then  she  spends  hours 
drawing  and  developing  them  into 
something  she  wants  to  put  on  canvas. 


"When  I  draw  it's  like  going  into  a 
[strange]  house  with  the  lights  off  and  slowly 
getting  used  to  it,  getting  the  feel  of  the 
place.  When  I'm  comfortable,  I  start 
painting." 

Dove  says  she  avoids  anything  even 
resembling  "prettiness"  in  her  paintings.  "I 
like  my  paintings  to  be  physical  and  dirty.  I 
work  in  dark  colors  because  I  think  there's  a 
vividness  in  them  that  heightens  the  light  in 
each  painting,  and  gives  it  a  sense  of  drama 
and  a  gritty  feel.  Eventually  I  want  to  do 
some  paler  paintings,  although  not  pastel 
colors,  because  I  don't  want  them  to  be 
pretty." 

Dove  said  she  is  primarily  driven  by  a 
need  to  see  her  ideas  on  canvas  and  to  be 
busy.  "I'm  very  bad  at  not  working.  I  get 
bored  very  quickly.  And,  I  get  a  lot  back 
from  my  painting.  For  me  it's  a  great  way 
of  having  something  exciting  happening  in 
my  life  all  the  time. 

"An  artists  job,  in  a  sense,  is  to  take  the 
time  to  examine  things  in  the  world  that 
others  don't  have  the  time  to  examine. 
Hopefully,  when  a  painting  is  completed, 
others  recognize  the  experience  because  it's 
not  unique  just  to  the  artist." 

Dove  agrees  that  good  notices  are  valuable 
to  an  artist,  but  said  she  firmly  believes  the 
process  of  self-discovery  in  painting  is  more 
important.  "It  is  crucial  for  your  own  sur- 
vival as  an  artist  to  be  constantly  engaged  in 
a  process  of  discovery  in  your  work.  That  is 
far  more  important  than  traditional 
measures  of  success,  because  the  traditional 
ones  are  extraordinarily  fickle. 

"But  critical  acclaim  helps  confirm  your 
sense  of  accomplishment  and  it  gives  your 
work  a  place  to  go."  Dove  hesitates  for  a 
moment,  then  smiles.  "We  are  social 
animals,  after  all,  and  that  sort  of  response 
does  give  a  sense  of  satisfaction." 

Dove,  who  is  conscious  of  being  a  role 
model  for  women  students  in  the  Fine  Arts 
Department  who  aspire  to  art  careers,  said 
she  constantly  finds  unexpected  rewards  in 
her  teaching.  "It  breaks  up  your  time,  but  I 
love  it.  I  find  I'm  taking  greater  risks  in  my 
work  and  in  my  teaching. 

"Teaching,  at  its  best,  becomes  a 
fascinating  process  of  helping  other  people 
find  what  they  are  interested  in  and  helping 
them  learn  to  think  for  themselves.  And,  in 
the  process  you  become  more  in  touch  with 
yourself."

Andy  Tavarelli 


Fine  Arts  Instructor  Andy  Tavarelli  is  an 
artist  at  peace  with  himself  after  a  long  and 
circuitous  journey. 

For  years  he  regarded  painting  as 
something  one  did  as  a  hobby — to  relax  or 
fill  a  spare  hour  or  two.  Ignoring  the  joy  he 
consistendy  found  in  artistic  expression, 
Tavarelli  pursued  degrees  in  anthropology 
and  philosophy,  yet  his  thoughts  kept  stray- 
ing back  to  art. 

Invariably  he  found  himself  studying  his 
anthropology  texts  in  college  art  galleries,  or 
searching  for  ways  he  could  incorporate 
drawing  into  his  academic  projects. 

"It  just  never  occurred  to  me  that  one 
could  do  this  as  an  adult,"  Tavarelli  said 
while  relaxing  over  a  cup  of  espresso  in  his 
studio  in  New  York  City,  where  he  makes 
his  home  on  weekends  and  during  class 
vacations.  "Now,"  he  said  with  a  sweep  of 
his  hand  toward  the  large  abstract  paintings 
dominating  every  wall  in  the  room,  "it's  in- 
conceivable to  me  that  I  would  be  doing 
anything  else." 

Abandoning  his  graduate  work  in  the 
Midwest,  Tavarelli,  now  in  his  forties,  came 
to  Boston  and  began  studying  art.  He  work- 
ed as  a  truck  driver  while  taking  art  history 
courses  at  Brandeis.  It  was  not  long  before 
one  of  his  professors  convinced  him  that  he 
should  be  creating  art,  not  studying  it. 

Now,  with  numerous  exhibitions  over  the 
years,  and  growing  acclaim  from  critics  and 
collectors,  Tavarelli  is  totally  immersed  in 
his  own  painting  as  well  as  teaching  drawing 
and  painting  at  BC.  It's  a  lifestyle  that 
suits  him,  Tavarelli  said.  "Leading  your  life 
as  an  artist  is  kind  of  special.  Yes,  it  has  its 
own  little  tortures  and  madnesses  and 
rewards,  but  you  get  to  make  all  the  rules. 
You  create  a  world  through  your  paintings 
and  it's  quite  exhilarating." 

He  said,  "At  first  I  worried  a  lot  because 
I  didn't  have  a  backlog  of,  say,  20  years 
of  work  and  experience.  Now  painting  is  the 
way  I  see  and  experience  the  world." 

His  paintings  reflect  his  lifelong  fascina- 
tion with  natural  settings — the  ocean, 
deserts,  rural  villages.  Using  bold  colors  and 
shapes,  Tavarelli  said,  he  tries  to  evoke  the 
primal  and  elemental  energies  of  those 
places. 


"My  paintings,  I  think,  are  a  bit 
apocalyptic — moving,  with  lots  of  energy 
and  tension.  Sometimes  they  are  a  little 
scary,  but  in  a  wonderful  way." 

Even  the  traditional  boundaries  of  a  can- 
vas failed  to  limit  Tavarelli.  A  five-year 
foray  into  using  unusual  fan-shaped  can- 
vases was  very  well  received  by  critics  and 
many  were  bought  by  enthusiastic  collectors. 
They  praised  his  use  of  color — vibrant  reds 
juxtaposed  against  vivid  yellows  or  oranges 
— and  the  flowing  images  on  his  canvases 
that  suggest  the  undulating  lines  of  sea  shells 
or  the  motion  of  a  waterfall.  About  three 
years  ago  Tavarelli  stopped  using  the  fan- 
shaped  canvases  and  began  incorporating 
that  kind  of  form  into  the  painting  itself. 

The  increasingly  positive  reception  to  his 
work  is  important,  Tavarelli  candidly  con- 
cedes. "Artists,  whether  they  admit  it  or 
not,  are  very  greedy  about  goodies  such  as 
shows  and  reviews.  You  really  have  to  be 
because  it's  deadly  out  there,  and  the 
business  end  of  it  can  get  to  you.  It's  very 
hard  to  go  on  doing  what  you  are  doing 
without  good  response." 

Yet,  Tavarelli  says,  he  could  not  envision 
himself  doing  anything  else.  A  self-described 
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bundle  of  contradictions,  Tavarelli  admits  he 
also  is  "tremendously  moody."  It  is  his  art 
and  a  well-honed  sense  of  humor  that  sus- 
tain him  through  those  bleaker  moments,  he 
said. 

"I  can  feel  like  jumping  off  the  Brooklyn 
Bridge  in  the  morning  and  by  noon  I'm 
fine,"  he  explained  with  a  shrug  of  his 
shoulders.  The  emotions  and  energies  are 
channeled  into  his  work. 

"I  guess  my  paintings  reflect  my  public 
self  and  my  private  self.  In  both,  there  is  a 
lot  going  on  below  the  surface." 

Tavarelli  also  sees  himself  as  strongly  in- 
fluenced by  the  '60s.  "My  consciousness 
was  really  formed  by  the  music,  art  and 
political  attitudes  of  those  times.  I  feel  very 
lucky  to  have  grown  up  then,  when  people 
were  quite  serious  about  human  values  and 
consciousness — that  sense  of  the  world  and 
of  experiencing  things  directly,  not  just 
reading  or  talking  about  them. 

"I  know  those  sentiments  aren't  in  vogue 
now,"  he  said  with  a  wry  grin,  "but  I 
wouldn't  trade  those  experiences,  that 
directness,  for  anything." 

Teaching  art  at  BC  is  another  source  of 
pleasure,  Tavarelli  said,  because  it  allows 
him  "to  completely  build  my  life  around 
art,  whether  it's  teaching  or  painting. 
Teaching  helps  me  arrange  my  thoughts  and 
I  have  more  to  offer  to  it  because  I  am  a 
painter  and  one  who  is  very  familiar  with 
the  New  York  art  scene." 

Still,  Tavarelli  admits  he  yearns  for  some 
time  off  to  devote  himself  entirely  to  pain- 
ting. "I  would  love  a  big  chunk  of  time  just 
for  the  experience  of  living  solely  for  my 
work."  Another  dream  is  to  do  some  ex- 
tremely large  paintings. 

"I  would  love  to  do  some  big,  big  work — 
really  enormous  paintings."  His  eyes  nar- 
row and  for  a  moment  he  is  lost. 

"If  they  were  really  big  and  really 
good... oh,  what  a  challenge  that  would  be. 
How  absolutely  wonderful  to  exhaust 
yourself  that  way,  doing  a  40-foot 
painting."

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Justice  For  All

On  January  16,  1986,  in  a  room 
crammed  with  more  than  1 ,000  peo- 
ple, including  the  who's  who  of  the 
economics  profession  and  a  large 
media  contingent,  Economics  Professor 
Barry  Bluestone  appeared  before  the 
Congressional  Joint  Economic  Com- 
mittee (JEC)  in  Washington,  D.C. 

No  one  took  Bluestone's  pulse  prior 
to  his  testimony,  but  if  he — normally 
cool,  phlegmatic  and  thoughtful — 
approached  the  microphone  with  his 
heart  pumping  like  Bill  Rodgers'  at  the 
25-mile  signpost,  he  could  not  have 
been  blamed.  He  was  about  to  report 
to  the  committee — and  through  the 
media,  to  the  public — on  what  was 
right  about  federal  economic  policies, 
what  was  wrong,  and  what  could  to  be 
done  to  correct  the  errors.  He  was 
about  to  reveal  for  the  first  time  the 
results  of  a  six-year,  $2.5  million  study 
by  BC's  Social  Welfare  Research  In- 
stitute (SWRI),  which  compared  the 
economic  effects  of  federal  revenue  and 
expenditure  policies  in  1981  with  those 
in  1985.  Who  were  the  "winners"  and 
who  the  "losers"  of  Reagan  Admini- 
stration fiscal  policy? 

Bluestone  was  about  to  name  names 
and  numbers. 

Economists,  lawmakers  and  advo- 
cates of  public  policy  from  bne  quarter 
or  another  are  continually  debating  the 
effect  of  federal  fiscal  policies  upon  the 
"average  American." 

New  initiatives  in  fiscal  policy  affect 
the  nation's  economy  in  varied  ways, 
and  for  many  years,  studies  by  the 
government,  by  academics  and  by 
private  organizations  have  attempted 
to  investigate  the  direct  effects  of  par- 
ticular public  assistance  programs,  tax 
measures  and  government  expendi- 
tures upon  the  economic  well-being  of 
citizens.

But  rare  was  the  study  that  con- 
sidered the  collective  responses  of 
workers,  families  or  companies,  as 
economic  sectors,  to  government  in- 
itiatives, or  that  provided  estimates  of 
impact  by  industry,  region  or  state, 
race,  ethnic  group,  age,  or  family 
type. 

In  fact,  only  recently  did  the  advent 
of  extensive  computer  capacity  and  the 
creation  of  large-scale  household  and 
multiregional  industry  data  bases  make 
the  construction  of  such  sophisticated 
models  a  possibility. 

In  July  1980,  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Human  Services  announc- 
ed that  it  was  seeking  candidates  to 
create  a  simulation  model  capable  of 
analyzing  the  effects  of  federal  fiscal 
policy  on  the  distribution  of  economic 
activity,  employment  and  income. 

Enter  SWRI,  a  then-fledgling 
economic  policy  research  institute 
housed  in  several  rooms  adjacent  to 
Bluestone's  offices  in  McGuinn  Hall. 


SWRI  had  been  founded  in  1970  to 
provide  technical  aid  to  public 
assistance  programs  in  New  England, 
but  soon  began  to  work,  at  the  behest 
of  various  government  agencies,  on  in- 
dustry studies.  Two  books  on  the  New 
England  aircraft  industry,  then  in  a 
terrible  slump,  resulted. 

When  word  came  down  in  1980  that 
the  government  needed  a  new,  sophis- 
ticated simulation  model,  SWRI  was 
ready  to  move  from  a  regional  to  a  na- 
tional stage.  Senior  staff  members,  led 
by  co-directors  John  Havens  and  Blue- 
stone,  created  in  six  frantic  weeks  a 
proposal  to  develop  what  they  called  a 
Multi-Regional  Policy  Impact  Simula- 
tion model  (MRPIS)  capable  of  exactly 
such  analysis. 

The  SWRI  team — Bluestone,  labor 
economists  Havens,  Lynn  Ware  and 
Alan  Clayton-Matthews,  statistician 
Carol  Pepin  and  administrative  assis- 
tant Virginia  Richardson — sent  it  in 
with  hope,  but  with  a  realistic 
understanding  that  their  hopes  and 
ideas  would  be  competing  against  those 
of  the  best  in  the  country.  They  were 
right.  But  in  an  upset,  the  memory  of 
which  still  brings  a  smile  to  Bluestone's 
lips,  the  project  was  awarded  to  BC 
over  the  likes  of  celebrated  economic 
model  makers  from  the  University  of 
Michigan  and  the  Wharton  School  at 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

How  did  it  happen?  One  answer  is 
that  the  University  had  the  necessary 
resources  in  advanced  computer  tech- 
nology and  the  human  expertise  in  the 
Department  of  Economics  needed  to 
put  the  complex  pieces  of  the  model 
together.  "And,"  said  Bluestone, 
citing  enthusiastic  administrative  sup- 
port for  the  project  since  its  inception, 
"the  University  had  the  will  to  make  it 
happen." 
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Interviewed  recently  in  the  same 
McGuinn  Hall  rooms  where  they 
began,  the  SWRI  members,  sitting  in 
a  clutter  of  computer  printouts,  stacks 
of  reports,  notes  and  other  remains  of 
their  six -year  effort,  spoke  with  in- 
dividual modestly,  yet  with  evident 
collective  pride,  of  their  accomplish- 
ments. 

Each  spoke,  politely,  in  turn,  of 
other  members'  contributions — Ware's 
data  on  the  household  sector,  Clayton- 
Matthews'  knowledge  of  the  labor 
market,  Havens'  expertise  on  the  pro- 
duct market,  Pepin's  maintenance  of 
"billions  and  billions  of  numbers." 
There  was  talk  of  60  and  70-hour 
weeks,  50  weeks  a  year;  talk  of  om- 
nipresent funding  concerns.  When 
pressed,  there  was  an  admission  that 
the  creation  of  such  a  sophisticated 
economic  simulation  model,  by  a  team 
miniscule  in  numbers  compared  with 
teams  working  on  the  development  of 
similar  models,  was  an  extraordinary 
feat. 

Above  all,  there  emanated  from  the 
group  a  sense  of  supreme  satisfaction, 
of  accomplishment,  toned  by  Blue- 
stone's  words,  "We're  still  small 
potatoes  in  the  world  of  policy 
analysis,  but  we're  developing  a  repu- 
tation, and  that  reputation  is  sterling." 

The  testimony  before  the  Joint 
Economic  Committee  marked  a  tri- 
umph for  both  SWRI  and  the  MRP  IS 
model,  but  the  road  was  not  always 
smooth.  Funding  has  been  an  obstacle. 
Secure  now  with  a  $500,000  budget  for 
the  current  fiscal  year  direct  from  Con- 
gress, and  reasonably  certain  of  con- 
tinued funding,  it  was  not  long  ago 
that  the  SWRI  team  feared  for  the  sur- 
vival of  their  project. 

Team  members  note,  now  with  a 
degree  of  humor  and  little  bitterness, 
the  time  in  1982  when  the  Reagan  Ad- 
ministration cut  off  MRPIS  funding. 

At  an  '  'extremely  emotional  meet- 
ing," according  to  Bluestone,  SWRI 
prepared  to  close  up  shop  on  the 
MRPIS  project.  Speaking  to  this 
magazine  in  early  spring  of  1983, 
Bluestone  noted,  with  some  irony,  that 
as  a  person  who  had  done  a  great  deal 
of  work  on  plant  closings,  he  was  "ex-

periencing  firsthand  the  anxiety"  he 
had  often  witnessed. 

With  the  help  of  a  few  small  contracts 
and  a  special  BC  grant  to  keep  the 
project  going,  MRPIS  survived  and 
was  eventually  able  to  win  support 
from  Democrats  and  Republicans  alike 
in  Congress,  who  restored  funding. 

Speaking  before  the  JEC,  Bluestone 
reported  that  that  while  the  Reagan 
Administration's  "highly  expan- 
sionary" 1985  budget  has  cut  unem- 
ployment and  raised  the  GNP  signi- 
ficantly, benefits  of  that  expansion  and 
subsequent  "massive  deficits"  had 
been  "distributed  quite  unequally," 
pushing  about  600,000  Americans 
below  the  poverty  line. 

According  to  Bluestone's  testimony, 
it  was  not  only  spending,  but  also 
enormous  tax  cuts  since  1981,  which 
fueled  the  government's  fiscal  policy. 
A  result,  he  said,  was  that,  "The  na- 
tion's GNP  [Gross  National  Product: 
the  total  monetary  value  of  all  final 
goods  and  services  produced  in  a  coun- 
try during  one  year]  was  $121  billion 


higher  in  1985  under  1985  fiscal 
priorities  than  it  would  have  been  if 
1981  tax  and  spending  patterns  had  re- 
mained in  effect;  and  industrial  output 
jumped  by  $252.8  billion,  creating  3.4 
million  jobs. 

"By  any  standard,"  Bluestone  said, 
"these  are  not  trivial  effects.  GNP  was 
3.1  percent  higher  than  it  would  have 
been  under  1981  policies.  Moreover, 
without  the  new  expansionary  policies, 
the  unemployment  rate  would  have 
been  close  to  9  percent  in  1985,  rather 
than  the  7.3  percent  achieved." 

Taken  broadly,  the  findings  reflect 
positive  economic  development. 
However,  examined  more  closely,  the 
numbers  show  the  increasingly  dire 
straits  of  those  already  disadvantaged 
in  this  country,  as  well  as  the  growing 
number  of  newly  poor.  Bluestone 
reported. 

He  said  in  a  recent  interview,  "As  a 
package,  deficit  creation  in  the  early 
1980s... not  onlv  left  the  nation  with  a 
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'debt  problem'  but  also  generated 
sharply  increased  income  inequalities." 

The  average  family  in  the  top  in- 
come category  (earning  more  than 
$33,501  annually)  saw  its  disposable 
income  rise  by  more  than  10  percent, 
while  those  in  the  lowest  income  group 
(families  earning  less  than  $5,500  a 
year)  sustained  a  2  percent  loss. 
'  'More  than  63  percent  of  the  total  in- 
crease in  disposable  income  accrued  to 
the  top  19.5  percent  of  all  families," 
he  said.  "Moreover,  the  top  two  in- 
come categories  [families  earning  more 
than  $16,751  per  year],  containing  just 
over  half  of  the  population,  received 
more  than  96  percent  of  all  newly 
generated  disposable  income." 

The  most  disturbing  news  of  all, 
Bluestone  said,  is  that  "more  than  one 
million  previously  non-poor  families 
were  forced  below  the  poverty  line  as  a 
direct  consequence  of  the  deficit- 
creating  policies."  The  poverty  line,  as 
estimated  in  1985  for  a  family  of  four, 
was  $11,000. 

The  net  increase  of  636,000  poor 
families  resulted  in  an  increase  in  the 
proportion  of  American  families  in 
poverty — from  13.5  percent  under 
1981  fiscal  policies  to  14.1  percent 
under  1985  policies. 

"Adding  insult  to  injury," 
Bluestone  said,  "families  that  were 
originally  below  the  poverty  line — and 
remained  below — actually  suffered  a 
further  3.4  percent  erosion  in  their 
already  depressingly  low  disposable  in- 
comes." 

The  SWRI  group  has  questions; 
they  also  have  answers. 

They  have  prepared  a  simulation, 
titled  "A  'Rebuild  America' 
Scenario,"  to  demonstrate  that  positive 
and  equitable  economic  effects  can  be 
developed  without  changing  federal  ex- 
penditure levels,  but  by  shifting 
government  spending  patterns. 

Regarding  the  federal  deficit, 
Bluestone  said,  "The  shock  waves 
emanating  from  the  explosion  of 
government  red  ink  was  directly 
responsible  for  the  Gramm-Rudman- 
Hollings  deficit  reduction  act.  But  in 
order  not  to  further  exacerbate  ine- 
quality during  the  deficit  reduction 
era,  it  will  be  necessary  to  pay  careful 


attention  to  what  precise  measures  are 
used  for  this  purpose." 

"Rebuild  America"  calls  for  $35 
billion  in  federal  funds,  equivalent  to 
the  1981-1985  growth  in  defense  spen- 
ing,  to  be  shifted  from  defense  to 
finance  rebuilding  of  the  nation's  in- 
frastructure— its  system  of  roads, 
bridges  and  utilities. 

Acknowledging  a  "long-standing 
debate  over  the  relative  economic  effi-

ciency  of  defense  and  non-defense 
spending,"  Bluestone  said,  "the 
'Rebuild  America'  scenario  suggests 
that  the  expenditure  pattern  embodied 
in  rebuilding  the  infrastructure  is 
[equally]  expansionary  [as  defense 
spending]  in  terms  of  GNP,  total  out- 
put, employment,  and  family  dispos- 
able income.  But  the  shift  in  spending 
priorities  actually  reduces  the  federal 
deficit  while  generating  more  economic 
growth  [than  defense  spending]." 

"Rebuild  America"  proposes  fur- 
ther reduction  of  interest  rates  through 
continued  monetary  expansion, 
particularly  in  a  period  of  low  core 
rates  of  inflation,  as  the  major  problem 
of  deficit  spending  is  not  the  creation 
of  debt,  but  growing  interest  payments 
on  the  accumulated  debt  that  absorb  a 
high  proportion  of  tax  revenues. 

It  also  calls  for  a  temporary  boost  in 
taxes  before  further  cuts  are  taken  in 
non-defense  spending  to  further  reduce 
the  deficit.  Only  as  a  last  resort  should 
the  Congress  pass  additional  cuts  in 
non-defense  programs. 

The  MRPIS  deficit  reduction 
plan — also  presented  to  the  JEC  in 
January — revealed  that  "on  net,  the 


$35  billion  expenditure  shift  generates 
a  $5.4  billion  boost  in  GNP  on  the 
basis  of  a  $6.4  billion  increase  in  total 
industrial  output."  Admitting  the  ad- 
ditions to  GNP  "appear  to  be  rather 
modest,"  Bluestone  said,  "the  impact 
of  the  shift  in  spending  on  employment 
is  anything  but  trivial.  It  will  create 
more  than  250,000  full-time  equivalent 
jobs,  in  turn,  adding  more  than  $8 
billion  of  wages  and  salaries  to  the 
economy.  This  leads  to  a  boost  in  per- 
sonal income  tax  revenue  of  $2.5 
billion  and  an  additional  $300  million 
in  Social  Security  taxes." 

"Rebuild  America"  will  not  in- 
crease income  inequality,  Bluestone 
said,  as  the  simulation  indicates  that 
each  income  class  benefits  from  nearly 
identical  proportional  gains  in  family 
disposable  income.  And  the  shift  in 
resources  toward  infrastructure  in- 
dustries will  likely  have  a  positive  ef- 
fect on  productivity  and  long-term 
growth. 

Bluestone  said,  "The  wrenching, 
painful  bout  of  fiscal  belt-tightening 
over  the  next  five  years,  which  many 
say  the  Gramm-Rudman  plan  will 
create,  is  unnecessary."  Deficit  reduc- 
tion could  be  accomplished  in  a  way 
equitable  to  all  Americans,  he  said, 
without  jeopardizing  the  present 
"precarious"  state  of  economic  and 
employment  growth  and  contributing 
to,  not  detracting  from,  productivity 
growth  and  capital  formation. 

"Further  reductions  in  non-defense 
programs,"  he  said,  "will  almost  cer- 
tainly lead  to  a  wider  gulf  between  the 
'haves'  and  the  'have  nots'  in  our 
society.  After  more  than  half  a  decade 
of  increasing  inequality,  using  deficit 
reduction  as  the  club  to  further  batter 
the  bottom  half  of  American  society 
would  seem  to  be  a  cruel  and  indeed 
needless  act." 

Meanwhile,  MRPIS  is  prospering. 
Recently,  it  has  been  applied  to  the 
Bradley-Gephardt  tax  proposal  and 
Treasury  II,  the  President's  tax  plan. 
Requests  for  analysis  have  been  pour- 
ing in  from  states,  industries  and  con- 
stituencies. And  development  work  has 
begun  on  the  next  level  of  MRPIS 
simulation.

Two  minutes  remain  in  the 
game,  and  basketball  coach  Gary 
Williams  has  called  a  timeout. 

The  BC  Band  is  booming  "Roll 
Out  the  Barrel."  Players  huddle  to 
receive  their  instructions. 

Substitutions  are  made  and  as  the 
PA  announcer  calls  out  "Number 
5...,"  the  Roberts  Center  crowd 
rises,  making  a  noise  that  drowns 
out  the  name,  as  well  as  those  of  the 
other  substitutes.  The  crowd  stays 
on  its  feet,  yelling  and  clapping,  for 
the  final  ticks  of  the  clock. 

An  overtime  win  against  St. 
John's?  A  buzzer-beater  against 
Georgetown?  A  thriller  against 
Wake  Forest? 

The  scoreboard  reads:  BC 
93-Visitor  66.  Today  the  visitor  is 
Utica  College.  In  the  past,  with 
similar  scores,  the  visitor  has  been 
Stonehill,  or  Rhode  Island,  or 
Randolph-Macon . 

These  are  the  games  played  out 
in  the  quiet  basketball  time  of 
December,  not  the  madness  of 
March  and  the  NCAA  tournament. 

These  are  the  games  for  Charlie 
Micol,  Number  5,  walk-on  extraor- 
dinaire and  local  hero. 

Nobody  ever  asked  Micol  to  play 
basketball  at  BC.  Nobody  offered 
him  an  athletic  scholarship.  He 
simply  appeared,  with  basketball  in 
hand,  at  scrimmages  during  the 
summer  prior  to  his  freshman  year, 
and  never  left. 

The  numbers  are  not  impressive, 
to  anyone  except  Charlie  Micol

and  Coach  Williams:  19  minutes; 
two  field  goals  in  five  attempts;  one 
free  throw  of  two  attempts;  five  re- 
bounds; one  assist;  no  steals;  no 
blocked  shots — this  for  the  entire 
1984-1985  season. 

But  stats  don't  matter  to  Micol,  a 
junior  mathematics  major.  Being 
there  is  what  counts.  He  says,  "I 
love  basketball.  It  is,  and  probably 
always  will  be,  a  big  part  of  my  life. 
Just  being  part  of  the  BC  program 
has  been  a  tremendous  thrill." 

A  native  of  Chelmsford,  Mass., 
the  5 '9"  guard  captained  the 
Chelmsford  High  team  during  his 
senior  year,  scoring  21  points  per 
game.  When  pressed,  he  admits, 
"Yeah,  I  guess  I  was  pretty  good.  I 
was  okay." 

He  was  okay  enough  to  receive  a 
few  small  college  scholarship  offers, 
but  he  had  his  heart  set  on  experi- 
encing a  major  basketball  program. 
"I  wanted  to  come  to  BC,"  he 
says.  "It's  where  I  wanted  to  study, 
and  where  I  wanted  to  play  basket- 
ball." 

Lest  anyone  think  that  Micol  is  a 
mere  hanger-on,  listen  to  Williams: 
"If  we  ever  had  a  serious  injury  to 
one  of  our  guards,  Charlie  is  ready 
to  go.  He's  got  the  talent  to  play, 
and  I  wouldn't  hesitate  to  put  him 
in  there.  He  can  do  the  job." 

In  the  meantime,  Micol's  role  is 
to  emulate  the  opposing  team's 
ball-handling  guard  and  defense 
BC's  starting  guards,  in  practice. 
"His  efforts  in  practice  often  deter- 
mine how  well  we'll  play  in  the 


game,"  Williams  said.  "He  made 
Michael  Adams  ['85]  a  better 
player,  and  now  he's  doing  the 
same  with  Dana  Barros  ['89].  You 
need  everyone  going  in  the  same 
direction,  and  Charlie  plays  a  big 
role  in  getting  us  there." 

Said  Micol,  "I  have  no  grand 
dreams  about  what  I  can  do.  But  I 
am  a  contributor.  If  I  work  hard  I 
can  make  other  players  push  harder 
to  be  better." 

Playing  time  is  a  bonus,  and  the 
enthusiastic  crowd  reactions  to  his 
sparse  appearances  do  not  escape 
him.  The  first  time  it  happened, 
Micol  recalled  with  a  characteristic 
grin,  "It  made  my  life." 

It's  typical  of  Micol  that  he 
counts  among  his  valued  experi- 
ences not  only  participating  in 
NCAA  tournaments  and  watching 
the  best  players  in  the  country  from 
"the  best  seat  in  the  house,"  but 
also  "gaining  a  perspective  I'd 
never  known.  I  never  knew  what  it 
was  like  to  be  the  last  man  on  the 
bench." 

For  Micol,  who  wants  to  coach 
when  his  "playing"  days  are  over, 
the  opportunity  to  work  with 
Williams  has  been  of  tremendous 
value.  He  says  of  Williams,  "He 
doesn't  have  any  first  team  high 
school  All-Americas;  he  has  players 
other  schools  didn't  want.  But  he's 
molded  us  into  a  team  that  gets  the 
most  out  of  its  talent.  He  pushes  the 
players  to  do  their  best,  and  it  pays 
off."

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Qualities  of  mercy 

he  Sisters  of  Mercy  have 
a  saying:  "Don't 
wallpaper  your  tent." 
Rather,  be  prepared  to 
"meet  the  unmet  need." 

Former  Sister  of  Mercy  Arlene 
Violet,  JD'74,  wholeheartedly  em- 
braced that  philosophy — to  the  point 
that  she  left  the  order  in  1984  to 
become  the  nation's  first  female 
state's  attorney  general. 

"It  was  a  question  of  whether  I 
should  be  a  Sister  of  Mercy  in  name 
or  in  fact,"  she  explains. 


Her  home  state  of  Rhode  Island 
is  one  of  two  in  which  the  attorney 
general  has  the  most  authority  to 
combat  crime,  especially  felonies, 
and  to  help  crime  victims — two  of 
Violet's  primary  goals.  It  was  an 
opportunity  she  could  not  pass  up. 

With  what  the  New  York  Times 
described  as  "the  zeal  of  a  field 
marshal,"  she  took  the  office  by 
storm — fired  a  top  prosecutor,  wat- 
ched others  resign,  created  a  Special 


Prosecution  Unit  to  handle  corrup- 
tion cases,  reorganized  the  depart- 
ment, lobbied  for  higher  prosecutor 
salaries  and,  of  course,  went  after 
Claus  Von  Bulow.  She  also  won  the 
Rhode  Island  Law  Enforcement 
Association's  annual  award — for 
"Pride,  Integrity  and  Guts." 

Not  bad  for  a  woman  who  sums 
up  her  glory-bound  teens  with  the 
wry  remark,  "Let's  say  I  didn't 
land  in  reform  school." 

At  42,  Violet  serves  in  a  state 
that  tends  to  place  her  in  the 
limelight.  "The  flashy  cases — Von 
Bulow — get  press,  so  it  appears  I'm 
always  flaunting  them.  But  I'm 
more  concerned  with  crime  and  cor- 
ruption— and  protecting  victims' 
rights." 

She  applauds  recent  moves  to 
permit  in-court  videotaped 
testimony  by  abused  children  and 
written  testimony  by  rape  victims, 
because  they  reduce  trauma  for  the 
victim.  Her  staff  seeks  out  crime 
victims  to  offer  support,  information 
and  advice — outreach  consistent 
with  her  Sister  of  Mercy  credo. 

"I  joined  the  order  at  18.  I  was 
so  impressed  by  them.  There  they 
were,  these  cloistered  nuns,  shaking 
down  butchers  to  get  money  for  the 
poor.  It  was  terrific." 

While  a  sister,  Violet  earned  BA 
degrees  in  English  and  education 
from  Salve  Regina  College  in 
Newport,  RI,  then  taught  at  an 
inner-city  school.  Later,  working  for 
the  elderly,  she  decided  she  could 
better  meet  the  needs  she  saw  as  a 
lawyer. 

"My  priorities  were  consumer 
law,  poverty  law,  mental  health  law. 
BC  attracted  me  because  of  [Prof.] 
William  Willier,  head  of  the  Na- 
tional Consumer  Law  Center,"  she 
said,  "but  the  faculty  as  a  whole 
proved  to  have  a  stirring  sense  of 
social  consciousness." 

One  of  the  first  sisters  to  obtain  a 
law  degree,  she  earned  the  moniker 
"Attila  the  Nun"  during  her  days 
as  a  public  interest  lawyer.  "Ap- 
parendy  I  had  a  rather  hardline 


courtroom  stance,"  she  smiles. 
"And  if  that's  the  image  that 
works,  fine." 

In  1982,  she  lost  a  bid  for  the  at- 
torney general's  office.  Two  years 
later,  she  ran  up  against  the 
Vatican's  decision  that  priests  and 
nuns  should  not  hold  public  office. 
Deciding  she  could  better  effect  the 
changes  she  perceived  to  be 
necessary  as  a  policymaker,  she 
resigned  from  the  sisterhood  and  in 
so  doing  won  a  new  title  in  tabloid 
headlines:  "Ex-Nun." 

"I'm  even  asked  if  Mass  seems 
different  now,"  she  laughs.  "As  if  I 
used  to  kneel  down,  wave  at  the 
altar  and  announce,  'Hey,  it's  me, 
Sister  Arlene  Violet.'  I'm  still  the 
same  person — same  theology — even 
the  same  'trash'  taste  in  music." 

Violet's  crime  stance  is  conser- 
vative, but  her  views  on  civil  rights 
and  the  ERA  trigger  suspicion  that 
she's  a  closet  liberal.  She  resists 
both  labels.  "When  the  Republicans 
asked  me  to  run,  I  said,  'Here's  my 
position.  Take  it  or  leave  it.'" 

One  of  very  few  women  success- 
ful in  political  bids  of  late,  she  con- 
tends that  part  of  the  problem  for 
women  is  that  few  really  share  the 
brassy  sentiment  on  her  wall  pla- 
que: "They've  found  something 
that  does  the  work  of  five  men... one 
woman." 

She  cites  "a  lack  of  role  models, 
for  one  thing,  plus  a  perceptual 
dynamic  that  keeps  both  men  and 
women  from  feeling  comfortable 
with  women  in  power.  In  Rhode 
Island,  our  secretary  of  state  is  a 
woman  and  we  have  a  joke  that 
says  it  was  easier  for  her  to  land 
that  title  because  it  has  'secretary' 
in  it." 

While  she  tells  women's  groups, 
"Take  risks!  Do  it!,"  Violet's  own 
future  will,  as  ever,  depend  on  the 
unmet  need;  her  tent  is  wallpaper- 
free.  "I'd  like  another  term — you 
need  four  years  to  really  effect  any 
change.  But  I'm  not  going  to  die 
behind  this  desk,"  she  laughs.  "At 
least,  not  by  design."

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Riches  past,  riches  present 


homas  Palaima  '73, 
picked  up  a  newspaper 
one  day  last  June  and 
discovered  his  life  had 
changed.  He  learned  he'd  been 
chosen  along  with  24  others  to 
receive  a  so-called  "genius 
grant" — a  MacArthur  Foundation 
no-strings-attached,  tax-free  award 
of  $  1 76,000  over  five  years. 

Palaima,  an  assistant  professor  at 
Fordham  who  unravels  the 
mysteries  of  Bronze  Age  Greece  by 
deciphering  inscriptions  on  clay 
tablets,  was  stunned.  He  didn't 
even    know   he   was    in    the 
running.     He     called     the 
Chicago  foundation  to  find 
that,    yes,    he   was    really   a 
MacArthur  Fellow. 

As  it  turns  out,  this 
unusual  foundation  doesn't 
accept  applications  and,  as  a 
rule,  keeps  candidates  in  the 
dark  when  scrutinizing 
them.  The  fellowship  sup- 
ports "outstandingly  tal- 
ented and  creative  people" 
whose  work  will  "benefit 
society,  possibly  in  ways  that 
cannot  now  be  foreseen," 
says  program  director  Ken- 
neth Hope,  but  it  neither 
directs  nor  constrains  them. 
The  award — an  "incredi- 
ble honor,"  says  Palaima — 
will  enable  him  to  "put  into 
action  a  dream"  of  founding 
an  international  research 
center  to  study  Aegean 
scripts,  and  will  free  him  to 
focus  on  his  research. 

It  was  in  1969  in  a  class 
taught  by  David  Gill,  SJ,  current 
director  of  the  Honors  Program 
that  the  Cleveland,  Ohio,  postman's 
son  first  became  captivated  by  the 
classics.  Fr.  Carl  Thayer,  SJ,  a  lec- 
turer in  Classical  Studies,  later  gave 
him  his  "absolute  love  of  Greek," 
while  a  Greek  history  course  in- 
troduced him  to  a  complex  form  of 
phonetic  script  developed  by  the 
Bronze  Age  Mycenaeans  called 
Linear  B,  which  Palaima  has  made 


his  specialty.  It  is  the  "oldest 
known  form  of  Greek,  antedating 
Homer  and  the  alphabet  by  500 
years,"  he  says. 

After  graduation,  Palaima  headed 
for  the  University  of  Wisconsin, 
where  he  earned  a  PhD  in  1980  in 
classics.  Says  Wisconsin  classics 
scholar  Emmett  Bennett,  "Tom  is 
one  of  a  half  dozen  in  the  world 
who  knows  these  tablets  backwards 
and  forwards  and  has  the  eye  and 
the  imagination  to  see  what  is 
there." 


By  the  time  he  went  to  Fordham 
that  fall  as  an  assistant  professor,  he 
had  a  prodigious  record  of  fellow- 
ships, including  a  1979-80  Fulbright 
to  Athens,  where  he  studied  the 
1,112  tablets  unearthed  at  Pylos,  the 
only  record,  he  says,  of  Mycenaean 
society  in  1375-1200  B.C. 

It  is  a  "thrill,"  he  says,  to  touch 
a  tablet  that  "someone  actually 
wrote  on  some  3,200  years  ago"  or 
to  unearth  pottery  in  an  agora  near 
a  road  where  St.  Paul  walked. 


Analyzing  writing  patterns  to 
recreate  ancient  palace  life  is  like 
being  a  "detective.  You  never  have 
the  full  picture  because  there  are 
always  new  discoveries,"  he  says. 

Next  fall,  he  will  join  the  classics 
department  at  the  University  of 
Texas  (Austin)  as  an  associate  pro- 
fessor, where  he  will  establish  the 
research  center  and  where,  ultimate- 
ly, he  hopes,  Aegean  scholars  will 
try  to  solve  the  mystery  of  "how 
writing  itself  came  into  being." 
Now  receiving  the  foundation's 
monthly  checks,  he  is 
teaching  half-time  so  he  can 
work  on  the  center,  finish  a 
monograph  based  on  his 
dissertation,  "The  Scribes 
of  Pylos,"  and  co-author 
a  book  on  Mycenaean 
society. 

While  grateful  for  the 
award,  Palaima  says 
there 've  been  a  few  "ten- 
sions. It  meant  asking 
myself  what  I  really  wanted 
and  what  I  could  do  for  my 
colleagues  and  my 
discipline."  Soon  after  he 
won,  he  went  to  a  doctor 
for  an  irregular  heartbeat,  a 
common  symptom  of  stress. 

But  his  spending  habits 
are  "unchanged.  I  still  do 
the  same  things,  take  the 
same  trains."  His  only 
"extravagance"  was  flying 
his  parents  from  Cleveland 
to  Madison,  Wisconsin,  last 
October,  while  he  was  on  a 
tour  for  the  Archaeological 
Institute  of  America. 
"They'd  never  heard  me  lecture," 
he  said. 

This  April,  Palaima  goes  to 
Chicago  for  an  informal  meeting  of 
the  166  MacArthur  Fellows  named 
since  the  program  began  in  1981. 
"I  feel  as  if  I'm  in  rarefied  com- 
pany— Robert  Penn  Warren,  Joseph 
Brodsky,  John  Sayles,  Stephen  Jay 
Gould — these  are  great  figures.  I'm 
tempted  to  buy  an  autograph 
book,"  he  says.
